CLYMER’S COMMITTEE. 
THE PENDLETON CASE.

Wasnineton, D. C., March 28.—The Clrmer 
Committee has issued a summons to the Cashier 
of the National Park Bank, New York.

SCHENCK’S STORY.

He was not sure whether it was 
at the table, or at a subsequent interview, tha 
Stewart said something about the purpose and 
informed him that he aud Park were iuterested 
in the property of the Emma Mine, and were de- 
sirous of putting the stock on the English mar- 
ket, and they were then engaged in negotia- 
tions. In making this communication to him, 
either at the dinner-table or afterward, his at- 
tention was directed to what Stewart called the 
Little Cottonwood Canon, in Utah. He repre- 
sented that when at the Land-Office at Wash- 
ington, just before he left the United States for 
London, calling there for the purpose of e{fect- 
ing the promotion of a clerk, the Commissioner 
exhibited some

which was found in the Little Cottonwood 
Canon. Reverting to his sojourn in London. 
and to his there having met Park for the first 
time, and after hearing of the object of the 
visit of Stewart and Park, and their conversa- 
tion as to tbe value of the property, the sug- 
gestion was first made by Stewart to Schenck 
that the latter ought to become interested in 
this valuable property, the finest yet brought 
out. Schenck answered that he had no means to 
invest, and if he had, he wouid not go into the 
matter uniess he could considerably add to bis 
income by taking a considerable number of 
shares. This | to a conversation which in- 
creased his interest on the subject. He covsent- 
ed to look into the matter to see whether it was 
worth bis while to invest, provided he could ob- 
tain the means. He thought Stewart was ex- 
ceedingly anxious he should bave an opportuni- 
ty to protit in the business. He told bim 
(Schenck) that Dark would assist him, and 
would 
Ol'E MIM TIME 
if he wonld take 500 shares, or make an invest- 
ment of some degree of importance. Schenck 
wished to know the value of the property. They 
gave bim diagrams of the mune, and showed 
him statements of the working operations, 
sales of shares at London, Liverpool, and 
Swansea, and the balance in bank, They also 
told him they hada report onthe mine from 
Prof. Silliman showing the value of the 
mine. A day or two after the conversation they 
showed him Sillimau’s report, and Schenck 
finally made up his mind to invest in the mine 
if Park would let bim have the money on time, 
say for a year, Park baying many shares. This 
matier was settled between Park and himself 
about the Ist of November, when their agree- 
ment was reduced to writing and executed, and 
it was not true but utterly false that the agree- 
ment was written or executed at any time prior 
to the date it bore. Schenck then exhibited the 
AGREEMENT FOR 500 SHARES 
Park promising to give Schenck 2 per cent 3 
month on the shares while they should be held 
by him, ortake them back at par. Subsequently, 
at Park's request, Schenck agreed to a reduction 
to 1g per cent. Schenck had given his note te 
Park for £10,000 for thirteen months. Schenck 
and the other stockholders received 1}¢ per cent 
a month. At the time he made this agreement 
there had been no organization of the Company. 
At the time of its execution there was no sug- 
gestion whatever that he should bave anything 
to do with the management of the Company. 
Afterwards, however, Park and Stewart thought 
Schenck ought to be one of the Managers or 
Directors of the proposed Company. Schenck 
dissented from this, but it was urged that thev 
wanted somebody sojourning in London 
TO PROTECT THEIR INTERESTS. 

This seemed to be a plausible reason, but he 
still objected, saving he doubted the propriety 
of bis having anything to do with the manage- 
ment while there in a representative Capacity 
unless be could be satisfied there were prece- 
dents of the kind. If this should be done an- 
other condition would have to be complied with. 
He must know the names of all the Directors, 
as he had thus far heard the name of only one 
person who bad been asked or agreed to become 
a Director. On the 3d of November the names 
of such persons were furnished him. He was 
not acquainted with any of them, but he learned 
there were among them members of Parliament 
aud other gentlemen in high position. The pre- 
cedent of a foreign Mimster holding office in 2 
joint stock company was found in the Minister 
from Portugal, one of the oldest and most re- 
spected of the diplomatic corps, who was Presi- 
dent of the Tramway Company in Lisbou, the 
stock of which was being put on the market. 
Schenck had nothing to do with the preparation 
of the prospectus of the Emma Mine Company. 
Schenck said when he went into the business be 
did not know there was such s person as Albert 
Graut, not being acquainted in stock or financial 
circles. Schenck attended only two meetings of 
the Board, on the 28th and 30th of November. 
Having resigned in December, he never went 
near the Board or Company again.

MORE ROTTENNESS. 
Spectal Unspatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnixaros, D. C., March 28.—The Sub- 
Committee of tne Congressional Naval Commit- 
tee, which was recently appointed to examine

for both New Hampshire and Maine. 0 

But the colossal frauds which the Committee 
discovered were found to exist in the 
Charlestown or Boston yard. The reve- 
lations of fraud which bave been 
disclosed ehow that the worst reports about the 
management of the yard were well-founded. It 
has been shown that there bas been a startling 
amount of over-measuring of timber in the in- 
terest of contractors and those in collusion with 
them, and also wholesale acceptance of 

ARTICLES NEVER CONTRACTED FOR, 
and for wh eh the Government had to pay round- 
ly. It has also been proved, probably beyond a 
doubt, that there have been numerous appoint- 
ments Of men to lucrative positions without 
the elightest regard to integrity or 
ability, and in some cases men have 
been employed who were previously convicted 
of crimes against the Government. Another 
series of irreguiarities developed has been the 
indiscriminate issuing of supplies and materials 
on fraudalent requisitions, and in quantities 
largely in excess of what the bogus documents 
called for. N 
A SWIN DLE oF $1,500,000, 
one of the biggest swindles perpetrated through 
the influence of corrupt officials, and shown up 
by the investigation, was the purchase of a 
worthless machine calculated for timber bend- 
ing purposes. It was purchased at a cost of up- 
wards of $1,500,000, and bas proved itself not 
only utierly worthless, but bas been the 
means of runing hundreds of thousands of 
doliars’ worth of stock. A careful record kept 
during three months’ work, stolen from an em- 
ploye of the bending-mill, shows that dut of 
fifty-two pieces which it attempted to bend in 
that time, forty-two were broken and rendered 
utterly useless. It was also further disclosea 
by another record that out of 400 pieces only 
ten came from the machine in a serviceable 
condition.

NATIONAL BANKS. 
PROPOSED CHANGE IN [HE LAW. 
Special Lisnatch te The Chicago Tridune. 

Wasninctron, D. C., March 28.—The Comp- 
troller of the Currency, in his annual report, 
recommended some important changes in the 
National Bank act. These recommendations, 
with some important modifications, have been 
embodied in the following bill reported by Mr. 
Cox, from the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. Itis entitled a bill authorizing the ap- 
pointment of Receivers of National Danks, and 


for other purposes: 

SrcTion 1. That whenever any National Banking 
Association shall be dissolved, and its rights, priv- 
Ueges, and franchises declared forfeited, as prescribed 
in Sec, 5,239 of the Revised Siatutes of the United 
States, or whenever any creditor of any National 
Banking Association sball have obtained a Judgment 
against it in any court of record, and made spplica- 
tion, accom by a certificate from the Clerk 
of the Court stating that such judgment has been ren- 
dered and bas remained unpaid for the space of thirty 
days, or whenever the Comptroller shall become satis- 
fied of the insolvency of a National Banking 
ciation, he may, after due examination of its afairs, 
in either case, appoint a Receiver, who shall proceed to 
close up such association, and enforce the 
liability of the shareboiders, as provided in Sec. 5,234 
of said statutes. 

Seo, 2. That when any National Banking Association 
shall have gone into liquidation under the provisions 
of Sec, 5,220 of said statutes, the individual liability of 
the sharebolders provided for by Sec. 5,151 of said 
statutes may be enforced by any creditor cf such 
association, by bill in equity, m tbe nature 
of a creditors’ bill, brought by such creditor, 
on bis owns bebalf or ou behalf of himself and 
other creditors of the Association, against the share- 
holders thereof, in any court of the United States 
baving original jurisdiction in equity for the district 
within which any of the shareholders may reside or be 
fonud, or in which such Association may have been 
located or established. 

Sec. 3. That whenever any Association shall have 
beeu or shall be placed in the hands of a Receiver, as 
provided in Sec. 5,234 and other sections of 
said statutes, and when, as provided in Sec. 
5,236 thereof, the Comptroller shall have paid 
to each and every creditor of such Association, 
not including sharebolders who are creditors of such 
Association, whose claim or claims as such

THE INTERIOR INVESTIGATION.

LOCAL PUBLIC OPINION, 
THE OLD TWENTIE£TH. 
Te the Editor af The Chicage J'ribune: 

CIAO, March 27.—Some of the old Repub- 
lican leaders in the Eighteenth (late Twentieth) 
Ward are taking measures to thwart the action 
of the clubs (Independent aod Republican) re- 
cently organized to promote reform. There is 
danger that some honest voters who have not 
fully understood the inside working of political 
affairs in that ward during the past year anda 
half may be misled by them. 

The truth is, that it was through the machina- 
tions of tbese very men—the old Republican 
leaders—that the control of the ward was origi- 
nally sold out to the Corcoran clique. In the 
fall of 1874, Capt. Dall, a candidate satisfactory 
to the majority of the better class of the Repub- 
lican voters in the ward, was nominated for 
Alderman. Farwell was at the same time run- 
ning against Le Moyne for Congress. The 
contest promised to be a close oue, and John 
Corcoran, an old Democrat, anda gambler and 
ballot-box staffer by profession, offered to carry 
the ward for Farwell, in return for the office of 
Aller man. It was then these party leaders met, 
taiked over the glooming aspect of party affairs, 
and decided tha: the best thing for the party was 
to withdraw Dall and accept Corcoran’s offer, 
well undersiauding the probabilities that fraud 
would be employed. John Corcoran was not a 
whit more to blame in the matter than these in- 
telligent gentlemen, meluding at least an elder 
of an orthodox church. who can lead a prayer- 
meeting with great uuction, but who has been 
an officeholder as well,.who struck hands with 
the distinguished member of the sporting fra- 
ternity above-mentioned, and agreed in the 
name of the Republican party to accept the fruits 
of bis villainy, and to pay him liberally there- 
for. 

It was when these facts came to light that the 
honest men of the ward put in nomination 
James A. Kirk, as an independent candidate. 
aud by an honest count of votes elected him, bu 
Corcoran’s frauds carried him safely into power 
and counted a small majority for Farwellin the 
ward. ' 

Joun Corcoran made a ‘square bargain and 
paid the price agr upon, aud stands, so far 
as this transaction 18 concerned, ina far better 
light than the old Repubiican clique—of whom 
Fred Becker was an active henchman—who 
formed the party of the second part. 

Those voters of the ward, therefore, who 
deem reform necessary have eschewed Becker, 
refusing to place him upon the delegatiou to 
the Town Convention, which is the reason of his 
bolt.

WEST TOWN ASSESSOR.

CIA, March 27.—Ms. James N. Clark, the 
Republican nominee for the most mportant 
office of the Town of West Chicago, namely, 
that of Assessor, has, for the period of nearly 
thirty years, been identified with the interests 
of this city. He came here from New York in 
1847, and will be remembered by many of our 
citizens as the bookkeeper of the firm of Messers. 
Doolittle & Miller, shipbuilders, with whom he 
remained from 1853 to 1865, the two last years 
having an interest in the firm. He was elected 
Assistant Gity Assessor in the spring of 1869, 
and was allotted all that portion of the West 
Division lying north of Kinzie street, and held 
that position until the fall of 187L. At this time 
he was elected head City Assessor of 
the West Division. He held this position until 
the law was changed, making one head As- 
sessor for the whole.city, instead of three 
as formerly, at which time W. B. H. Grey 
was appointed by the Mayor to flil that ition. 
Mr. Clark was immediately appointed First As- 
sistant-Assessor of the city, and was alloted the 
West Division for hie field of work, and con- 
tinued in that position until last September, 
when the city tax was handed over to the State 
authorities for collection under the General 
Revenue law. At this time he resigned, Thus, 
for pearly seven years. the property-owners of 
the West Division have been acquainted with 
Mr. Clark in the same relation which they pro- 
pose to continue by electing him to the office of 
Assessor. While he has been chief clerk under 
Mr. David Hallanin, the West Town Collector, it 
should be distinctly understood that the present 
tax was not made upon his assessment, as the 
assessment made for the city, was not used, but 
that made by the Town Assessors. The people 
will see to it that the experience, ability, and in- 
tegrity of James N. Clark shall not be lost by 
party motives.

THE BLACK HILLS, 


Discouraging Reports. 
St, Paul bieneer-Presa, March . 

Mr. W. G. Robertson, of this city, returned 
yesterday, by the Sioux City road, from the Black 
Hills. The report he gives of the Hills is not 
calculated to induce any one from this section 
of the country to go out there. The story told 
by him is in substance that the country is full of 
trouble, dissatisfaction, want, suffering, and, in 
some places, some gold, but thus far not much. 

When Mr. Robertson reached the Hiils in Feb- 
ruary last there were from 1.500 to 2,000 people 
in the Hills, and all the time he was there others 
were continually arriving, and when be left not 
jess than 5,000 were in the Hills looking for 
sudden fortunes, but not finding them. Others 
were still coming in at the rate of from 300 to 
500 per day. Notwithstanding the hardship of 
getting there and the still greater hardship after 
reachiug the Hills, people are flockitig in from 
all sections of the country only to meet with dis- 
appointment, and at last go away a good deal 

rse Off than they were when they arrived 
there. On his way beack to Colorado, Mr. Rob- 
ertson met over 1,000 people maxing their way 
to the Hills, mauy of them without blankets, or 
anything to eat, and in no wise provided for 
such a tiip into such s country. Most of 
those im the Hills are there to see others work, 
but not to work themseives. They hope to ob- 
tain gold without much labor, and rather than 
work for it they will resort to all sorta of shifts 
to live by trickery and frand, if not by down- 
right murder and robbery. The gambler and 
the sharper, the outlaw and the tramp, the 
broken-down lawyer, and the political bum- 
mer, all loaf around Custer and Hill 
City, all boping that something will oc- 
cur by which they can get something for noth- 
ing. Of course, there are many good men 
there, but the great mass are as above stated, 
and they are not likely to improve remain- 
ing. r. Robertson has no idea what all these 
men who are flocking to the Hills are going to 
do for subsistence. I: is a wild, uncultivated 
country, and, if there is no gold there in paying 
quantities, which has not yet been shown, the 
great majority of those there are mot in apy 
condition to get it out. 

In regard to the question of whether or not 
there is gold there, Mr. Robertson is of the 
opinion that the examinations that have been 
made do not warrant any one in saying there 
is gold enough to pay for digging. Hoe visited 
nearly all the gulches, except in the northern 
part of the Hills, and found only two claims 
where they are working to any purpose. 
These two nad been worked for some 
time, and the one that yielded the best had not 
produced an average of 75 cents per day for the 
working days. He does not desire to have it 
understood that he intends to say there is not 
zold enough in the Hills to pay for working. 

le does say, however, that the experience thus 
far does not warrrant the belief that it can be 
found therein paying quantities. Some of the old 
California, Montana, and Colorado miners think 
it possible that gold may be found to considera- 
ble extent, but most of those who have tested 
the claims do not ke the looks. No person can 
say with certainty, however, that there are or 
are notrich diggings there. Long experience 
aod the expeuditure of large sums of 
money will be — before this ques- 
tion is settled. oe party from Colorado 
had sunk fourteen or fiiteen holes. In the ma- 
jority of these bed rock was reached, and in all 
cases a little gold was obtained, but not in pay- 
ing quantities. This party in two or three cases 
vas driven out by water or large boulders. Bed 
rock tn Spring Creek varies in depth from 15 to 
25 feet. The creek falle about 70 feet to 
the mie. The great number of springs ren- 
der drain ditching absolutely necessary, there- 
fore a single claim must be very rich to pay for 
opening. The usual mode is to form a company 
of five or six claims of 500 feet each, and dig a 
ditch throngh all. Quartz mining is unknown. 
Mr. Robertson met an old friend of his at the 
Hilts who had a good deal of expe- 
rience im this mining dusmess, who 
told him there was not twenty 
men in the Hille that are mining enongh gold to 

y for what they eat. From what he saw, Mr. 
Robertecn fully believes his friend was right. 
No one from Oolorado ts going to the Hills, and 
many of the old miners are returning home, or 
going back to the Colorado or other mimes. It is 
claimed that the Powder River range and the Big 
Horn region, northwest of Biack Hills, on the line 
of the Northern Pacific Road, contain large 
anaotities of gold. This region, however, is 
held by the Indians, and there is no possibii- 
ity of getting to u. If the Indians are driven 
ont so that the minere can get in and exam- 
ine, no doubt a good many people would go 
from the Black Hille up there. Another gen- 
tleman who had visited the claims of Custer 
and Hill Cities found numerous claims open- 
ed to bed rock, and had taken the pains to 
prospect several of the best known them. 
He selected “ pay dirt carefully from bed rock, 
and found an average of one “color” to 
the pan andso fine that. it would not exceed 
from 50 cents to #1 a day to the man if 
faithfully worked. He met several Colorado 
miners who had been there for three months. 
One of them, Mack James, who is well 
knowrg in Colorado, said be had not seen any- 
thing that would pay day wages. In Chey- 
enne this same = eman heard that a miber 
named James Allen had brought in $1,000 
in dust from his claim in Spring guich, 
situated about 80 miles below Caster City 
on what is known as Montana bar. thie 
claim the gentlemen proceeded and found two 
men working for Allen, who had an 80-foot bed- 
rock tuunel run.

AN INJUNCTION REFUSED. 
THE LATEST row BOARD TROUBLE. 

The motion for an injunction in the case of A. 
J. Galloway and J. G. Shortall vs. the Town of 
South Chicago and the Town Board and omoers, 
came up before Judge Williams yesterday morn- 
ing, having been postponed from Monday. Gen. 
Thompson, on behalf of the complainants, read 
the bill, an abstract of which was published Sun- 
day in THe Tainexx. 

Mr. Goudy, who, with Mr. Tulev, appeared for 
the defendants, then read aftidavits of nearly all 
the defendants denying the main allegations of 
the bill, and showing them to be, in their opin- 
ion, a most immaculate set of men. It will be 
noticed, however, that they left a convenient 


loop-hole by stating that they would only take 
what the law allowed, but leaving it doubtful as 
to who was to construe the law. 

MICHAEL EVANS 
in the affidavit filed by him set out that he is the 


] Collector of the Town of South Chicago; that 


at the semi-annual) mecting of the 
Town Auditors held Aug. 31, 
there was allowed $12,000 to him, of 
which $1,500 was for his services, and 
the remainder was tor clerk hire and contingent 
expenses necessarily incurred in the collection 
of town taxes. Ihe Common Council, by au or- 
dingoce passed Feb. 28, 1876, allowed him 2 per 
cent on all collections of city taxes as his com- 
npn forthat service. The Collector fur- 
her states that his expenses for clerk hire, dep- 
uties, and contingent claums amount to se large 
sum. but be cauuot state how much. He also 
denies that be is about to appropriate the sum 
of $24,000 under the name of compensation and 
expenses, as charged in the bill, but claims he 
proposes to ouly take such sum or sums as be is 
by law entitied to receive, and which may be al- 
lowed by the Board of Lown Auditors in the dis- 
charge of tbeir duty imposed by law. 
He intended to present to the Town Board to 
be held yesterday a full account of ali his ex- 
penses aud expenditures, and did not propose 
to make fictitious claims for expenses or depu- 
ties, and denies that he hal coufederated with 
the board to bring about any misappropriation, 
or that he intended to secure aod eonvert to his 
own use, under color of an @ppropriatioga, any 
sum in violation of law. 

Finaliy, Kvaus denies that he has been guilty 
of auy fraud, and asserts that he does not 
claim, and bas never claimed, that he is en- 
titled, as compensation from the town for his 
services as Collector, to more than $1,500, and 
expressly deuies all allegations te the con- 
trary.

THE JUSTICES 
composing the Towu Board, J. Charles Haines, 
George A. Meech, Logan D. Waliace, Joseph 
Pollak, and Peter Foote, also filed an affidavit 
denying that they had ever confecerated or 
counived with Michael Evans, the Collector, or 
with the Supervisor, Assessor, or Town Clerk, 
for the misappropriation of any of the funds of 
the town, or to allow an illegal compensation 
for the Collector's services. ‘They further state 
tuaf they do not consider the Board bound to 
all the Collector the sum estimated by the 
Board Aäg. 31, i875, as necessary for the year’s 
expenses, nor do they consider such amount to 
have been actually allowed. but only made as 
an estimate: nor even. in that light do they 
consider that estimate as any basis for the 
amount to be avdited by the Board. 
On the contrary they propose that, when the 
Collector presents his bill, they will only give 
him what the law allows, and will make no al- 
lowance tor audit any claim except for work 
actually done or expenses incurred according to 
law. And they deny all and any manner of 
fraud. 

EDWARD PHILLIPS, 
the Assessor. also testified in his affidavit that 
he presented an application to the Lown Board 
in August last for $6,000, which was allowed by 
it and that he received town orders for that 
amount, which be has long since disposed 
of. He was also allowed forty deputies, who have 
been paid by the Town Board. Phillips also 
says that the town orders were unmarketable, 
owing to the indebtedness of the town, and he 
now offers to get the town orders calling for 
#6,000 and dispose of them to the town for 
23,000 cash. Though he had complete his 
assessment in August last, and was paid in full 
at that time. yet he bas since been obliged to 
perform numerous services conuecied with his 
former Office. ) 

P. K. Ryan certified that he bad been allowed 
#2,500 for his services by the Board in August 
last, and has no further claim against the town 
except for office rent. 

Finally, James Gleeson, the Town Clerk, filed 
his aflidavit denying that he had any claim 
against the town, that he received 61. in Au- 
gust last, and, as the orders were below per, he 
thinks he was not extravagantly paid. He of- 
fers to surrender his town orders for $1,500 for 


$750 cash.

then opened the argument on the part of the 
complainant, citing numerous authorities to sup- 
port the right to file a bill for relief in such @ 
case, and reading the statute on feos and sala- 
ries, which expressly fixes the amounts to be 
paid town officers. He said the affidavits virtu- 
ally disclaimed the charges of the bill, and he 
would be eatisfied if the defendants filed a for- 
mal disclaimer. Otherwise he would insist on 
au injupcuon, 

MR. GOUDY 
followed for the defendants, and claimed that, 
when officers were charged with the performance 
of a duty, and the mode of the performance was 
left in their discretion, a court of equity would 
not interfere. The suit was only brought for 
political effect by Mr. Galloway, a candidate for 
Collector on one ticket, against Evans, a can- 
didate on an opposite ticket. The affidavits de- 
nied the allegations of the bill, and there could 
therefore be no injunction allowed. 

Gen. Thompson then closed, showing the 
falsity of the charge that the suit wae for po- 
litical effect, and claiming that, even by the alli- 
davits of the defendants, the complainants were 


entitied to relief.

. 13 and then delivered his decision. 
He said that he had no doubt of the right of the 
Court on a bill properly framed setting forth 
that certain payments were to be made to cer- 
tain persons which were in excess of the law, 
that a tax-payer could maintain his bill and re- 
strain the Board of Auditors or proper officers 
from allowing such illegal claim, or restrain 
them from paying it if allowed. The facts in 
the bill, however, had been material- 
ly modified by the afiidaviis. The 
Town Board had not. as was charged, 
allowed, for instance, 812, 000 to the Collector 
for his services, but for his services and for con- 
tingent expenses. The statute bad fixed 8 
detinite amount to be allowed for salaries, and 
there was no material conflict between its pro- 
visions. If it appeared that the Board of 
Auditors were about to do anything to perfect 
that illegal arrangement a court could interfere 
for the purpose of preventing an ualawful use 
of money by the Board. The bill presentod 8 
somewhat different state of facts. The law allowed 
the Supervisor, Collector, etc., a certain sum for 
services, and also for contingent expenses. The 
Court had no means of judgiog what the con- 
tingent expenses were, or their amount. It 
might be that the coutingent expenses were 
nipe-teuths of the whole sum allowed. 

It would not, however, be proper to issue an 
in junction against the Assessor, as bis duty was 
finished, and he paid. If it appeared that the 
item of $1,500 to the ‘own Clerk was all for 
salary, that would be an illegal aud unauthorized 
payment of money. But it a peared that he and 
others had received their salaries, and there was 
no law which prolubited them from being paid in 
advance. They bad disposed of the certificates, 
and it would be hardly fair without giving notice 
to compel them to return them. 

In regard to the Collector, he denied that he 
was soeking to recover more than $1,500 for bis 
services, or to collect any illegal fees. There 
wae no reason, however, he should act be 


nt bills for the services 
employed by him on behalf 
: nor why he should not be paid for 
such claims. The Collector then coming in and 
denying any claim for more than $1,500 for his 
services, the injunction would have to be ro- 
fused as to him, unless it appeared that some 
portion of that sum was claimed for something 
done which was not authorized by law. 

The Board of Town Auditore had some dis- 
cretion in the matter of allowing claims, and 
there was no proof to show that they intended 
to act fraudulentiy, The Justices were several 
of them respectable lawyers, and it was not to 
be assumed tliat ther, in the performance of a 
judicial duty, were intending to exceed the au- 
thority given them by law. or to commit a fraud. 

There was vo doubt but that the aliow- 
ance of 2 per cent to the Collector for the collec- 
tion of city taxes was legal. Ihe Common 
Council had the power to appoint the Town Col- 
lector to collect the city taxes. The $1,500 
fixed by statute only related to the compensation 
for collecting town taxes. It was perfectly 
plain that the injunction on the bil! and affids- 
vits in Opposition, ought not to be granted. Thore 
was no threatened wrong which a court could 
enjoin, and the motion for an injunction would 
therefore be overruled.

A SILVER CURRENCY, 
To the F:ditor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, March 27.—The benefits and evils 
flowing from the immense issae of bonds and 
other Government indebtedness have been so 
multiform in both directions that it is difficult 
to estimate them in all their ramifications, and 
they present themselves to different minds in 
such various lights that it is not astonishing to 
witness’ the bitterness evinced towards those 
who take different viewe of the subject. When 
we look at objects through red, or green, or 
varied colored spectacles, they are all, to us, of 
the color of our own glasses, and there are so 
few who look through perfectly clear ones, 
neither concave or converse, that the number is 
smali indeed who have just eatimates of the sub- 
jects that agitate the publie mind. At present 
politicians and statesmen entertain such diver- 
gent opinions on the currency question that 
probably none of us see it in its 
true light. The vast issue of 53. 000, 000. 000 of 
Government indebtedness was so great an in- 
creage of the representative valuation of the 
property of the country that it will readily be 
seen to have nominally affected valuations in the 
same proportion asthe representation was in- 
creased beyond the increase of the re uted, 
—so that if we assume the value of the proper- 
ty of the country to be #3,000,000,000 at the time 
of the issue of the indebtedness, the adding of 
a like sum would naturally double the value, but 
the various kinds of property would not instant- 
ly be doubled in their estimated value. That im- 
mediately demanded for use would be enhanced 
vastly more than that which wouid be more re- 
motely wanted. Shrewd, thoughtful men direct- 
ing their attention to the wants of the country 
amassed immense fortunes by obtaining con- 
trol of the leading articles af aecessi- 
ty and advancing prices to ‘exorbitant 
rates. The success of these speculations in- 
duced similar operations in all channels of pro- 
duction, until every article known as property 
reached the highest limit to which speculators 
could advance it. The benefits and blessings 
of an inflated currency have been, to their“ut- 
most extent, fally realized, and we are now 
learning to comprehend some of its serious 
evils. When the pendulum swings too far in 
one direction, its return vibration is naturally 
with increased force in the other. How can the 
equilibrium be most readily secured, aod in the 
safest manner? A uniform, stable currency is 
the only sure basis upon which the business 
transactions of any people can be safely and 
honestly conducted. Fluctuations in values gen- 
erally, if not universally, result in favor of specu- 
lators and not the laboring industrious classes. 
It is claimed, especialiy by those who favor 
a paper money circulating medium, that it is not 
only impossible, but undesirable and impolitic, 
to attempt to secure a coin circulation under the 
existing commercial transactions of the world. 
Granting this to be true in regard to all transac- 
tions of magnitude, still it appears to me that, 
in all minor ones, a specie or coin basis may be 
secured. To accomplish this, however, the 
plan of demonetizing silver should not only be 
abandoned, but the most strenuous efforts put 
forth to make it the medium by means of which 
all the mmor dealings should be transacted, 
And it would seem that Nature itself is con- 
spiring to aid us in the accomplishment of this 
object, by opening up tothe hand of industry 
the vast stores of silver which have remain- 
ed undeveloped in the bosom of Mother 
Earth until they were required in this 
important crisis of our national existence to 
relieve us of our difficulties. If the Government 
should withdraw all frsetional currency, and 
issue in ite stead an interest-bearing circulation 
in bills of a denomimation of not less than 810, 
and, if this amount should not be sufficient to 
meet the requirement, let it be inereased till the 
object was accomplished. Let the silver dollar 
and its parts be of the specitic weight and fine- 
ness of the old American dollar, and then I cas 
soe no reason why it should not be received by 
the bondholders for eicher principal or iierest 
instead of gold, if the Government preferred to 
pay it in silver. The bondholders could not with 
any justice complain, for 4 very large proportion 
of che bonds were issued when @! in coin was 
worth #2 in bonds, for which they have received 
12 per cent in gold for their investment, aud 
will ultimately receive 2 for $1. Baut. if 
this was accomplished, it would be oply 
one step towards securing & coin currency, 
and others of equal importance would be re- 
quired. The Governmeéut has iD circulation ite 
hundreds of millions of legal-tenders of all 
deuominations, and the banks have also their 
buvdeeds of millions of a similar character, 
which they could not redeem 14 gold; but it the 
Government aud the banks were compelled 
after, say the Ist of January, 1876, or even 


| 1879, to redeem in gold all the bills of « leas de 


nomination than $10, they would be able to | 


withdraw from cireulatioa before that time so 
much of their issues as they could not redeem 
in gold, and then we should have secured a very 
rapid advance towards a specie basis. In 
this way the banks and the Govern- 
ment could always regulate their issues 
so as to be able to meet all ands 
that could be made upon them for gold. There 
would be no motive, if their business was man- 
aged upon a judicious basis, to make a run upon 
them, and they could loan all their capital for 
the advancement of the manufacturing and com- 
mercial affairs of the country in bills of large 
denominations, without any apprehension of a 
demand of coin for their redemption. By an ar- 
rangement of this foreign demand character ail 
the ordiuary and minor business transactions of 
the country could be conducted upon u specie 
basis within one year; and. inasmuch as the 
protite of bank circuiation arise§ in a large de- 
gree from theissue of small bills, the banks 
themselves would, from interested motives, co- 
operate in bringing about a coin cir- 
culating medium at the earliest possible period. 
But a restoration to a specie standard 
will not alone secure prosperity to the nation, or 
remedy the evils arising from such an extraordi- 
nary inflation of the circulating medium. The 
drones mast be annihilated and the producers 
increased—habits of economy must be studied 
and practiced - the producers must be satisfied 
with a just and equitable reward for their labors 
—and this can only be ascertained when all 
values are regulated by the actual cost of pro- 
duction. It matters little to the laborer, who is 
truly the sole 2 what nominal reward he 
receives for his services, provided he obtains of 
the articles he requires for bis comfort and sup- 
port @ just return for the portion he has added 
to the whole supply of the entire corps of pro- 
ducers. It is not the object of this article to 
discuss political economy, but simply and mainly 
to direct public attention to what I consider a 
practical mode of — to specie payments at 
the earliest possible period. If the silver pro- 
ducts of our mining operations are mainly added 
to the coin circulation, we shall add y to 
our ability to secure this desirable object at a 
mueh éarlier day than could otherwise be done. 
We must cease our trading with other nations, 
especially in articies of luxury that only tend to 
foster habits and opinions that are subversive of 
our republican principles. We mast unite in 
electing honest, capable men to office, without 
regard to party views ; indeed, we should iguore 
party principies in so far as official spoils are the 
motives for cohesion; all rings and cornering 
operations should be frowned down by such 
publio condemvation as would deter every 
man who respected the opinion of his 
fellow-man from entering into them; pub- 
le selaries should be reduced s0 low 
that the positions should never be sought 
as a means of promoting tbeir pecuniary ad- 
vancement. But how these needed reforms can. 
be accomplished with the men in power or those 
who seek it in the future 1 am unable to 
comprehend. The men qualified for this work 
are not office-seekers, and the people are not 
sufticientiy awakened to the importance of the 
subject to lead them to seek out the men who 
would be instrumental in accomplishing these 
reforms. 

For many years I have cessed to take 
much interest in these matters, because party 
interests were made paramount to public 
benefits, and I now make these somewhat crude 
suggestions in the hope that they prove of some 
advantage in the unportant crisis of our pation- 
al history.

MISS RIVE’S PIANO RECITALS. . 

The third and last of à series of piano reci- 
tals given by Miss Julia Rive occurred Monday 
evening at the Temple, corner of West Wash- 
ington street and Ogden avenue. The two pre- 
ceding recitals took place oa the South Side, 
tuat of Saturday evening being attended by a 
collection of music-lovers—amateurs, critics, and 
patrons—such as has seldom been called to- 
gether in Chicago. The attendance Monday 
evening was also large, and the recitals as a 
series have passed into the musical annals of 
Chicago as events of rare enjoyment and uncom- 
mon interest. The programmes given have 
been such as would be impossible in the con- 
cert-room, where the best and choicest works 
of Beethoven, Chopia, Schumann, etc., are not 
heard to the best of advantage. It needs the 
smaller room of the recitals aud the closer in- 
terplay of interest and appreciation between 
artist and auditor to bring out the plaver's finest 
resources and to reveal the beauties of those 
classic masterworks. Miss Rive’s programmes 
have been of this kind, and those who 
were so fortunate as to be present 
at the recitals just closed have heard Miss luve 
at her best and strongest, and have raised that 
really remarkable performer still higher in the 
scale of artistic merit.

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Greenbacks at the New York Gold Ex- 
ange yesterday closed at 874. 


The City Council of Kingston, Canada, 
have indorsed the petition of the Chicago and 
Cleveland Boards of Trade for the opening 
- of the Welland Canal on Sundays, and the 
avoidance of the needless and expensive de- 
lays to which vessels have heretofore been 
subjected on account of the closing of the 
tanal one day in seven. 


Farmers in Central Illinois continue to suf- 
fer severe losses by the hog cholera. The 
ravages of this disease, together with the ex- 
treme difficulty attending the marketing of 
the hog product by reason of the mild winter 
weather and the bad condition of country 
roads, have made the winter of 1875-76 one 
c unusual disaster to pork-producers. 


The House Commitiee having in charge 
the impeachment of ex-Secretary BNLXNAT 
yesterday took a vote upon the articles, and 
they were adopted unanimously. No new 
charges are likely to be presented, the only 
variation being that since Cuymznr’s wretched 
blunder has been repaired by the return, of 
Maxsu, the allegations will be supported by 
the evidence necessary to secure conviction. 


Judge Wuitiams yesterday heard the mo- 
tion for injunction against the Town Board 
and officers of the Town of South Chicago to 
restrain the Board from paying or voting 
illegal ialaries to the town officers, and re- 
fused to grant the desired relief. He held 
that the affidavits filed by the defendants con- 
trovertted the allegations of the bill, and that 
it was not shown that the Board was about 
to conmsmit any fraud which a court could in- 
terfere to prevent. This ledves the Board 
free to donate under the convenient term of 
contingent expenses such sums to the town 
officers as it may sée fit.

There were indications of snow yesterday.

It has been often charged that in a major- 
ity of instances the chief end of a Govern- 
ment navy-yard is to furnish votes and 
influence to the politicians so fortunate as to 
comraand its assistance when needed, and to 
une the pockets of favored contractors and 
corrupt officials.

It will not be possible, of 
course, for Gen. Scuenck to justify his con- 
nection with the Emma Mine while holding 
the position of United States Minister to En- 
gland on the ground of propriety, but it is to 
be desired that he may be able to show that 
he was not corruptly interested in selling a 
worthless mine to English capitalists. In 
this regard Gen. Scurnck makes a most ab- 
solute and explicit denial, and says that he 
will be able to prove that he bought and paid 
for the shares he holds under ar. honest con- 
viction of their value; that he has sustained 
a serious loss from the investment; that the 
failure of the mine was owing to mismanage- 
ment, and that, properly worked, it is as 
valuable in proportion as it was originally 
represented to be. If Gen. Schuck can 
show all this, it will relieve him and the coun- 
try of avery disreputable scandal, and the 
public will be generally inclined to overlook 
the impropriety of his permitting the use of 
his name. He is entitled toa full and fair 
hearing in his effort to make out the case he 
has stated. 


THE ENFORCEMENT ACTS. 

Though the Supreme Court, in passing 
upon the electica cases taken up from Ken- 
tucky and Louisiana, did not directly decide 
that the so-called Enforcement acts are u- 
constitutional, the opinions delivered in both 
cases are so comprehensive and unanimous 
that there is little room to doubt that such 

i the dictum of the Court when the 
constitutional question shall come before it 
in a shape requiring a decision. The United 
States law, under which these prosecutions 
were brought, consists of a series of statutes 
passed in 1870, 1871, and 1872, providing 
penalties for wrongfully refusing to receive a 
vote, for unlawfully hindering a citizen from 
voting, for appointing supervisors of elec- 
tion, and otherwise enforcing the free and 
unrestrained exercise of the franchise of the 
United States citizens. The acts were freely 
criticised at the time of their passage 
as of doubtful constitutional interfer- 
ence with the powers of the States; 
but they were generally sustained by 
Republicans in Congress as a wise and 
necessary protection in the Southern States 
against the interference and terrorism sought 
to be exercised by the Confederates, and gen- 
erally denounced by the Democrats as an at- 
tempt to control the elections in the interest 
of the carpet-baggers. While the purpose of 
the Republicans was unquestionably pure, 
and the necessity for supervision.to protect 
the negro voters undoubtedly present, it now 
seems, according to the Court, that there was 
a serious error in making the legislation so 
general as to defeat its own legitimate pur- 

For instance, those sections of the 

w providing a penalty for unlawfully inter- 
fering with a citizen in his attempt to vote, or 
unlawfully refusing to receiye his vote, and 
opening the United States Courts for the en- 
forcement of this penalty, the lan- 
guage of the statute is so broad and 
comprehensive gas to include every re- 
fusal and every interference that is unlawful, 
whether in State, Territory, district, coun- 
ty, city, parish, township, school district, 
municipality, or any other local and territo- 
rial subdivision, and without any particular 
restriction as to a refusal or interference on 
account of the distinction of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude. In other 
words, it gave authofity to the United States 
Courts to enforce the penalties of this law 
in any wrongful interference whatever, and 
in any local as well as general electien. 

The Supreme Court now decides nearly 
unanimously (Justice Ciirrorp dissenting 
only from the opinion, but not from the 
judgments in the cases adjudicated) that it 
is not the province of the United States Gov- 
ernment to do the general police duty of the 
various States, and, so far as elections are 
concerned, the Government may only exer- 
cise’ supervision and enforce penalties to 
carry into effect the Fifteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution. The former position is 
more fully set forth in the Louisiana case, 
the latter in the Kentucky cases, in which 
the opinion was delivered by Chief-Justice 
Waltz, an opinion that, for clearness of 
thought and trimness of expression, will 
commend the new Chief-Justice to the con- 
fidence of his countrymen. The Fifteenth 
Amendment, to the exact terms of which the 
Court now limits the legislation on election 
supervision, reads as follows : 

1. The right of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the United States, 
or by any State, on account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude. 

2. The Congress shall have power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation. 

It was held (1) that the power of Congress 
to legislate at all upon the subject of voting 
at State elections depends upon this amend- 
ment, and (2) that such legislation must be 
confined to the amendment explicitly, or, in 
other words, the wrongful refusal or inter- 
ference must be because of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude. But the 
Court further held that any refusal to receive 
a vote or interference in the casting of a Vote 
on this account cannot be punished under 
the present statute for the reason that its 
terms are too general. Toso construe the 
statute as to enforce its penalties on 
account of the constitutional prohibition 
it would be n to insert words 
in several of the sections [notably Secs. 2,008 
and 2,009] limiting their application to the 
specific purposes authorized by the Fifteenth 
Amendment. This, it is held, the Court will 
not undertake to do, because it is extra-judi- 
cial and comes within the function of the leg- 
islative power. Thus the law, in its present 
shape and under the construction of the Su- 
preme Court, not only fails to warrant any 
interference with State elections because of 
local abuses, but is likewise inoperative as to 
the end intended to be reached,—the pun. 


ishment of injerferemes om sovcunt of race, 


color, or previous condition of servitude,— 
because the Courts will not stop to inquire 
whether or not the particular ease before 
them was one coming under the Constitutional 
Amendment when the prosecution is brought 
under a statute so general in its terms as to 
go outside the Constitution. 

This decision of the Supreme Court, and 
the more comprehensive decision of the un- 
constitutionality of all the so-called Enforce- 
ment acts as they stand which it virtually 
foreshadows, may be regarded partly as for- 
tunate and partly as unfortunate. It is for- 
tunate in so far as it restrains Congress from 
enacting penal legislation in elections beyond 
the power conferred upon it by the Constitu- 
tion, the infraction of which would be se- 
riously dangerous, no matter what party were 
in power. But it is unfortunate in so far as 
it may for a time open up the opportunity 
for serious abuses and perhaps terrorism in 
the South. It will be impossible to secure a 
proper enactment by the present Congress of 
the provisions of the Fifteenth Amendment; 
and the present law, being practically in- 
operative, will exercise no restraint upon 
those who desire to interfere with the votes 
of the colored people at the South. 
The necessity for further and proper legisla- 
tion to carry into effect the provisions of the 
Fifteenth Amendment will be another reason, 
however, for renewed effort on the part of 
the Republican party to regain control of 
Congress. The hope is very remote that any 
Democratic Congress, governed by ex-Confed- 
erates, would ever provide any such legisla- 
tion. 3 


WINSLOW AND THE EXTRADITION TREATY, 

The dispute as to the surrender of WMs- 
Low, the Boston forger, under the extradi- 
tion treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States, promises to be a matter of 
more importance than was at first supposed. 
The extradition treaty includes the crime of 
forgery, for which WMSsLow has been indict- 
ed, and on account of which his surrender is 
demanded, but the authorities of Grea‘ 
Britain intervene with the demand on their 


charge than that on which he is surrendered. 
There is probably no present intention of 
trying Wiso for any other offense than 
that of forgery, but Secretary Fran denies 
the right of Great Britain to make the de- 
mand. There are two sideg to the question. 
On the part of the position by Secre- 
tary Fisn, it may be contended that En- 
gland's demand is impertinent, either because 
it assumes that the United States Government 
intends to secure the body of Wrxstow under 
the indictment for a crime included in the extra- 
dition treaty, but to try him for some offense 
which it does not cover, or because England 
must abide by the terms of the treaty as it 
exists, and cannot in this manner seek to en- 
large or contract it. On the part of England 
it may be maintained that the treaty carries 
with it a tacit agreement not to arraign a 
surrendered criminal for any other crime than 
that for which he is surrendered under its 
provisions, and that the practice of Germany 
and some other countries of securing an ex- 
tradition for a criminal offense and then try- 
ing the person fora political offense war- 
rants England in exacting the pledge. The 
fairest statement that can be made of the dis- 
pute is that the principle for which England 
contends is correct, and ought to be expressly 
stated in the extradition treaty, but that 
there is no authority for withholding Ws 
Low because the Government of the United 
States refuses to give a pledge which it is not 
required to make by the treaty. 

There is really an issue on the principle it- 
self, though it does not properly enter into 
the Wixstow case. It has been an obstacle, 
however, in the enlargement of the scope of 
extradition between the United States and 
Canada,—an enlargement which is to be de- 
sired mutually on account of the long stretch 
of contiguous boundary which offers an easy 
escape for criminals on either side of the line. 
It seems, however, that the negotiations for 
a new treaty, which were begun in 1870 and 
carried on till 1874, were suspended because 
the United States authorities refused to ac- 
cede to an article in the English draft which 
provided that the Magistrate, Justice, or 
Judge before whom the demanded criminal 
is arraigned shall determine on evidence 
whether or not the demand for sur- 
render has been made with a view to 
try or punish him for an offense of a 
political character. The United States main- 
tained that it should be left with the Secre- 
tary of State to decide this matter. This 
position seems to be proper, since (however 
it may be in England) our Police Magistrates, 
as a rule, have neither the character nor 
special preparation to be intrusted with so 
important a question. It would be possible, 
and perhaps not even difficult, to defeat the 
extradition treaty, if the lower class of 
Magistrates were charged with jurisdiction as 
to the nature of the offense and the proba- 
bilities of the trial for a political misdeed. 
At all events, England, having failed to 
secure a new treaty covering this point, can 
scarcely be conceded the right to withhold 
Winstow under the old treaty ; and any effort 
to insist upon it will probably lead to an ab- 
rogation ef all extradition between the two 
countries. 


SILVER AS A LEGAL-TENDER. 

We print elsewhere a letter from a vener- 
able citizen who thinks that the extraordinary 
increase in the production of silver Nature 
has contributed at thé right moment the 
means of restoring specie values. His plan 
is to restore the silver coinage to the weight 
it had in 1853, and to withdraw all paper 
money of a less denomination than $10, and 
then coin silver as a legal-tender without lim- 
itation. He thinks that this coinage would 
be and remain of a permanent value, would 
be stable, without fluctuation, and that it 
might be used to pay off the national debt. 

The fact is that the value of silver is now 
very unfixed and uncertain. It falls every 
day, and the decline promises to be continu- 
ous for years to come. The Oriental coun- 
tries, India and China, have for many years 
been the receptacle of the silver of America. 
Their trade and commerce were always con- 
ducted in silver, and whatever of that metal 
once went there was apt to remain. But the 
supply has been greater than the demand, 
and they are full to repletion, and the de- 
monetization of silver has changed the 
financial relations of the East and the West. 
India and China have an exclusive silver 
coinage, but all their trade relatioris with the 
Western States are in gold. The fall in the 
value of silver has produced a wide-spread con- 
sternation in India. The silver which was once 
at par is now equal for purpose of payments 
in Europe to only about 17} shillings in the 
pound sterling, and aresult which may be 
anticipated at any moment is that India will 
demonetize silver and make gold the exclu- 
sive standard. The dominant classes are se- 
riously contemplating it. Germany has 
demonetized silver, and so has Holland, ex- 
cept for small change. France, which has

In sil- 
ver the use islimited. Except for coin, the 
use is restricted to spoons, goblets, plate, and 
works of art,—a demand wholly inadequate 
to consume the supply. It is a well-known 
rule that, when any commodity has reached 
its maximum value, any addition to the sup- 
ply will reduce the value of the commodity 
in proportion to the surplus. It is a ques- 
tion, therefore, whether the present enor- 
mous additions to the quantity of silver do 
not reduce the specific value of silver per 
ounce equal to the percentage which the ad- 
ditional supply. bears to the aggregate quan- 
tity of silver in use. 
The general demonetization of silver, and 
the vast additions to the quantity, will have 
the effect of reducing its value until it sinks 
to 50 or even 40 cents where it now is rated 
at $1. What is to be done, then? If we 
make it a legal-tender, we repeat in even a 
more aggravated form the injustice which 
has been so long endured of a depreciated 
paper currency. The present value of 
$100 of the subsidiary silver coin of the 
United States is $84} in gold and $96} in 
greenbacks. It is Aready cheaper for the 
Government to issue silver coins than it is to 
print and handle fractional currency. This 
falling off in value is destined to continue, and 
should we commit the fatal error of making 
silver a legal-tender for all debts, then ina 
few years we will be the receptacle of all the 
surplus silver excluded from all other coun- 
tries, with its value every day becoming less 
and less, ahd we will have to do as all other 
nations aré doing, declare it a nuisance, and 
reject it as a currency except for small 
change. 
It would only change the situation from a 
depreciated paper to a worse depreciated and 
steadily sinking silver currency, and post. 
pone for years longer the ultimate necessity 
for an exclusive gold standard of values, 
which we must come to sooner or later. Our 
correspondent thinks that because the bonds 
were sold at one time during the crisis of the 
Rebellion as low as 50 cents in coin, the pres- 
ent bondholders cannnot complain if the 
bonds are paid in silver, even if the latter be 
depreciated no matter how much. But it 
should be remembered that these bonds have 
changed hands perhaps a hundred times, and 
that the present holders have paid for them 
full face value in gold. 
The making of silver coin a legal-tender, 
except as now for the small sum of five dol- 
lars, would be one of the great blunders of 
the age, would remedy nothing, and would 
add to the difficulties which must eventually 
be settled by making gold the absolute and 
exclusive standard.of values. 


THE TAX ON QUININE. 

In the City of Philadelphia there are two 
establishments, one conducted by Powrns & 
WeicuTman and the other by Rosengarten & 
Sons, which manufacture the universal reme- 
dial drug known as quinine. The manufac- 
ture of quinine is a simple process. The 
material is that known as Peruvian bark, 
which is imported, and from it is extracted 
quinine, and the inferior articles of the same 
class known as quinidia, cinchonia, quinia, 
etc. Until within afew years the duty on 
manufactured quinine was 45 per cent, but 
has since been reduced to 20 per cent. The 
bill now pending before Congress to revise 
the tariff repeals the tax altogether and ad- 
mits quinine free of duty. 

The manufacturers of quinine in Philadel- 
phia have prepared a memorial to Congress, 
which they have sent out to all the wholesale 
and retail druggists of the country to be 
signed, and in the memorial they protest 
against the removal of the tax, especially on 
the ground that to do so will be destructive 
of American enterprise and reduce the wages 
of American labor! There are precisely 
three persons in the United States pecuniari- 
ly interested in maintaining the high price of 
quinine ; there are forty-five millions of peo- 
ple subject to fever and other ailments for 
which quinine is a specific remedy. This 
memorial proposes that Congress shall 
tax the forty-five millions of people for the 
exclusive profit of the three respectable citi- 
zens of Philadelphia. The druggists of the 
country—being customers of these Philadel- 
phia firms—are expected to subscribe to all 
the statements in the memorial without 
reference to the truth. Mr. J. H. Moors, in 
a communication printed in the Cincinnati 
Commercial, explodes nearly all the allega- 
tions in the memorial. Here are some of the 
statements made in behalf of the Philadelphia 
firms : 


1. We, the undersigned importers of and wholesale 
dealers in drugs and chemicals, do respectfully repre- 
sent that sulphate of quinia is manufactured in this 
country in sufficient quantity to supply the entie 
home demand. 

2. As a remedial agent (for intermittent fevers, etc.) 
it is an unfailing remedy, and absolutely indispensa- 
ble at certain seasons (summer and autumn) im the 
Southern and Western sections of the country, 

3. In purity, appearance, and general excellence, it 
is fully equal to the best productions of England, 
France, and Germany. 

4. The price is moderate,—§2.29 currency per ounce, 
—0 low, indeed, as not to be felt as a burden to con- 
sumers, who use it, as a rule, in doses of a few grains 
only at a time, Sulphate of quinia is frequently 8 
shillings to 9 shillings per ounce—equal to §2@2.25 
gold—in England. 

5. The manufacture of sulphate of quinis involves 
a large carrying trade between this country and South 
America (Peruvian bark being brought from South 
America in large quantity, exclusively for the use of 
the quinia manufacturers of the United States), 

1. The fact that the Philadelphia manufac- 
turers can supply the entire home demand is 
no reason for taxing the whole people. A re- 
duction of the price 40 per cent will increase 
the demand and increase the business ef the 
Philadelphia houses. 

2. The fact that quinine is absolutely in- 
dispensable to the sick is a strong reason 
why its price should be reduced. 

8. If it be equal to the best foreign pro- 
ductions, it should not dread competition. 

4. The fact that quinine is administered in 
small doses is no justification for taxing it. 
The best English quinine, which rates the 
highest in all markets, can be landed in this 
country at $1.56 per ounce in currency, com- 
puting gold at 115. The difference between 
that and $2.20 is 64 cents an ounce, equal to 
40 per cent, and is the special profit of the 
Philadelphia houses. The average cost value 
of the quinine imported in 1875 was $1.42 per 
ounce in gold, or equal to $1.63 in currency.

The suggestion that the repeal of this tax 
on this most indispensable of all medicinal 
remedies will break up the carrying trade, 
that is, the trade of the vessels bringing the 
bark to the United States, —is very ridiculous. 
The whole importation equals only 2,260 tons 
of bark in a year, or less than one day’s re- 
ceipts of corn in Chicago in the corn season.

THE CITY OF CENTENARIANS. 
Business being at a dead stand there, they 
have again set things booming at St. Louis and 
given the town a new impetus toward its desti- 
nation as the future great city by taking a cen- 
sus. There's something assuring in the long 
columns of figures neatly footed up, and conning 
them the people of that promising suburb forget 
all about the hard times of which they have been 
complaining, and are better satisfied with them- 
selves than before, and naturally enough too. 
For as figured out by the latest St. Louis cen- 
sus-taker, the population of the future great 
city is now 498,182 exactly! That 18, has almost 
doubled since the panic. To prove it, the school 
population of St. Louis (between the ages of 5 
and 21 years) is placed at 141,738. But when it 
comes to the attendance at the schools, like that 
of the St. Louis voters at the polis, the great 
number stay away. The total enroliment at the 
public schools is but 33,000, while in Chicago, 
where the work of censustaking has not 
been reduced to the high art it is at St. Louis, 
and no euch figures are claimed, the actual en- 
rolled attendance at the public schools for last 
yoar was 49,121; and, at the same time, 28,251 
children besides, were in attendance on private 
schools. But it is the mortality tables that 
demonstrate, at one and the same time, the 
vast population and the astonishing salubrity of 
St. Louis. Thus, while at Philadelphia, one of 
the healthiest cities on the continent, well 
drained and ventilated, the average annual 
death-rate is 22 4-5 out of every 1,000 of popula- 
tion, and in Cincinnati, one of the most sa- 
lubrious sites in the Mississippi Valley, is but 21 
to every 1,000 of population, in St. Louis, al- 
lowing the half million of population claimed, 
the death-rate is less than 16 to every 1,000,— 
lower than that of any city, town, or country in 
the world, and gives an average longevity 
of 64 years! How remarkably salubrious 
a point is St. Louis is manifest from the fig- 
ures furnished by the St. Louis census-taker. 
Upon these, after making deduction from the 
mortality according to the well-established fact 
that one-third the whole human family dies dar- 
ing infancy, a close computation establishes that 
the average duration of the lives of those of the 
population of St. Louis who survive the whoop- 
ing-cough and other perils of infancy is just 
about 100 years. With that long lease of life 
assured them, it's no wonder they never got in a 
burry down there, and always have leisure to 
take another census. But the claim that St. 
Louis, with ite sultry summers and malarial 
atmosphere, is healthier than Philadelphia, with 
its wide, cleanly-kept rtreets, or Chicago, with 
ite pure atmosphere from off the lakes, or Cin- 
cinnati, with ite mild, temperate climate and 
sbeltered site, is as preposterous as all 
the rest of the St. Louis census-taking 
figuring. The mortality n St. Louis on the 
basis of their own computation is about 8,000 
per annum. Granting that the town is as healthy 
as Philadelphia, Cincinnati, or Chicago, howev- 
er, the actual population is about 363,000, which, 
doubtless, is somewhat above the fact, but 
would still enable them to hold their proud pre- 
eminence as the most populous and flourishing 
city on the Mississippi River. But so long as

The storm of yesterday was terrible. It 
expended over a very wide district of coun- 
try; and to all the people it was a great in- 
convenience, and perhaps tc some it became 
their last winding-sheet.

On the east side of the north-and- 
south streets it lay thick and heavy, while on the 
lateral streets it piléd up in hills with curved 
crests, sweeping down to the base in long 
reaches. Some «of the drifts on the North Side, 
south Chicago avenue, were 2 and 
even 4 feet in height.

INTRAMURAL TRAVEL. 
THE STREET RAILWAYS. 

No branch of travel suffered more severely by 
Yesterday's storm than did our street railways. 
They lost heavily by not being able to run their 
full quota of cars, aud horses and rolling stock 
Were damaged indiscriminately. Snow-plows 
Were not proof against accident, and not 2 few 
Were laid ap during the day on account of brok- 


en shovels, brooms, and handles. The snow 


Gad wind did not abate one jot until after night 
fall, when in a measure the storm subsided. 
THE WEST DIVISION RAILWAY. 

This net-work of roads fared ae illy as any 
Yesterday, and it required more than Herculean 
Kort to keep even a few cars running in the 
karly part of tue day. This Company operates 
the Madison and Randolph street lines, Blus 

and Milwaukee avenues, Indiana and Van 

Buren streets, Clinton and Jefferson streets, and

The 
greatest difficulty was experienced in starting 
aud. after being once under way, it was hard 
then to keep the track. The snow-plows made 
several trips before the cars were sent out. As 
fast as men could be obtained, they were hired. 
aod, with shovels, went to work to aid in keep- 
ing the tracks in passable condition. 

THE STRECT-CARS 
were started from the different barns at the 
regular morning hour, four horses being at- 
tached to each. An extra man was also put on 
to manage the brakes. The driver had his hands 
full to manage his team, and as the 
snow beat in on the platform and gathered 
about his feet, and blew into bis face, he was 
almost blinded by the etorm, and had scarcely 
a chance for a foothold upon the platform. 
The tracks were covered with a hardened snow- 
shell to the depth of about half an inch, andthe 
cars slipped off and on easily, and were in con- 
sequence not kept upon the track. In many 
places they would get stalled, but the horses 
would generally manage to pull them out. 

ON MADISON 8TREET 

the drifts were greatest from Throop and Fliza- 
beth streets, and along by Adato Union Park. 
Here it required the greatest exertion of the 
snow-plows and men with their shovels to keep 
even the lines of the track in view. Up to 
o clock in the morning the cars managed to make 
trips irregularly at from ten to twenty minutes 
apart, as fortune favored them, and sometimes 
they ran as wide apart as forty-five minutes. 
Everything that was possible was done to keep 
the roads open, and Supt. Laxe cannot be too 
highly praised for his untiring efforts in trying 
to accommodate the public, even under the most 
adverse circumstances, andin beating the other 
roads out of sight. He was at every point along 
the line during the day, here ‘engagiog a fcrce 
of fifty men, and ehortiy after at 
another dispatching snow-plows and laying 
out work for the ehovelers. Again he could be 
found at another point sending telegrams to re- 
lieve certain drivers aud giving instructions how 
cars on certain streets should be run. Alto- 
gether, the Company engaged over 

300 EXTRA MEN 
during the day, and wiil set at least 500 extra 
hands at work early this morning tq aid in en- 
tirely clearing their road, so that traffic may be 
resumed as usual to-day. 

One of the four-horse teams of a Madison 
street car, after having deen 
at the corner of State and Randolph 
streets yesterday morning. ran away and caused 
quite an excitement. Ihe driver, with pres- 
ence of mind, heid on to the lines, and finaily 
succeeded in stopping the animals just as they 
were turning the corner of Madison street. One 
of the horses was hurt to some extent, but not 
seriously.

THE RANDOLPH STREET LINE 
experienced the same difficuities as that on 
Madison street, with, perhaps, a little more 
added. From Elizabeth to Sheldon streets the 
snow drifted in great mounds, which made it 
very hard for the plows to even come within 
scraping distance of the tracks. The horses 
tugged and men worked, but all seemingly to 
little avail. 

About 9 o’clock yesterday morning one of the 
cars coming east on this street broke a wheel 
from having been run on the pavement after it 
was thrown from the track near Carpenter 
street. Attempts were made to replace it or to 
get it out of the way, which proved futile. Cars 
were at this time coming along in rapid succes- 
sion, until eighteen of them, each with four 
horses, were stalled between Carpenter and 
Elizabeth streets. 

HOW THE OBSTRUCTION WAS REMOVED, 

The vehicie with the broken wheel seeming 
immovable, a novel way was taken to get it out 
of the road, ia order that travel might be re- 
sumed. It was broken into what might be termed 
kindling wood and thus gotten off the track, 
the three wheels of the truck only being saved. 

On Randolph street, also, near the same spot, 
one of the snow plows broke down, but was 
sufficiently repaired to be taken to the stables. 

ON BLUE ISLAND AVENUE 
the snow drifted heavily to Harrison street, and 
the track was kept only partially clear under 
vory adverse circumstances. The trip on this 
line was made irreguiarly during the entire day. 

The Humboldt Park branch line cars were 
withdrawn during the latter part of the after- 
noon, travel being very limited. and it proving 
impossible to keep the drifts from covering the 
track. , 7 

THE MILWAUKEE AND INDIANA STREET 
lines suffered with the rest, but cars were kept 
running on these thoroughfares until 8 o’clock 
last evening. 

Van Buren street cars bad also much to con- 
tend with in the vicinity of the stables, near 
Throop street, where there is considerable open 
territory. Cars were run on this route at irreg- 
ular intervals all day. 

Besides the accidents above mentioned, the 
Company had the platform of one ot its Van Buren 
street cars broken, and two snow-plows badly 
damaged, the handles to several of the shovels 
being broken. They had relays of drivers ready 
to replace the benumbed men after each trip. 

The West Division Railway Company withdrew 
nearly all their cars shortly after dark last even- 
ing, and replaced them as nearly as possible 
with their omnibuses in order that their plows 
might be set at work, with the addition of a 
large force of men, to make the road passable 
by this morning aod have everything running 
again in appie-pie order. This corporation, 
more than any other, did its very utmost to 
furnish conveyances to the public, and it de- 
serves the fullest meed of praise for ite efforts, 
since it alone kept its regular night-cars run- 


ning. 

* the sidewalks of the several West Side 
lines the snow had drifted so badly that —.— 
trians who had been unsuccesstful in finding 
conveyance took to the middle of the snow- 
cleaned tracks, which offered the best footing to 
the wayfarer. 

THE SOUTH DIVISION RAILWAY. 

This Company operates the lines on State 
street, Wabash and Indiana avenues, Cottage 
Grove avenue, Archer avenue, and Cottage 
Grove avenue and Clark street. They en- 
countered the same difficulties as the West Di- 
vision, but probably not to so great a degree. The 
corporation still runs some of ite bob-tails, but 

its cars are supplied with ductors. and a 
majority of the vehicles, now glory in little plat- 
forms upon which two men can stand—if they 
have small feet—without treadmg upon each 
other’s corns. 

THE SNOW- 


PLOWS 
were started out at a little before 6 o’olock yes- 
terday morning. Twenty-second street, Cottage 
Grove and Indiana avenues were partially 
cleaned, but on State street, south of Twenty- 
second, the snow drifted in huge heaps, the open 
prairie there giving the storm full scope. The 
first cars started from the stables at 6:15 a. m. 
the large ones having four-horse teams attached 
to them and an extra man on the platform to 
manage the brakes. The amended bob-tails, 
which usually consent to be drawn by one nag, 
were attached to two horses, the driver being 
deemed suflicient to manage team and brake to- 

ether. 
1 The several linea of cars made irregular trips 
till 9:15 a. m., when the State street cars sub- 
sided.© South of Twenty-second street the street 
is unpaved, and, though covered with snow, it is 
almost bottomless with mud. The lay of the 
ground here is also quite low. and the snow 
drifted in, forming immense and almost 
— — 2 0 track until 
after car was thrown m the 
— bee wae entirely blockaded, and thus travel 
was suspended. Tbe snow-plows butted against 
the mass of snow in vain. Several efforts were 
made to pull them through, but it seemed as 
though the very teams would sink out of sight 
through snow and mud. At last a gang of men 
with shovels were set to work, and they cleared 
out @ road sufficient to allow the enow-plows to 
go through, and thus by 3 o’clock the red cars 
were once more running. though at very irregu- 
lar intervals. All day long the Wabash, Indiana, 
and Cottage Grove avenue cars were kept mov- 
ing, at times ranging from twenty minutes to two 
hours apart. as they conld be gotten through. 
The Archer-avenue cars ran irregularly during 
the day, the entire line being badly banked with 
snow. Shortly after 8 o'clock last evening the 


South Division Company withdrew all their cars, 


and no more trips were made during the night. 
They will resume running regularly this morn- 
ing, and will set a large orce of men at work to 


their tracks. 
= in other sections of the city, open lots and 


the sidewalks had large drifts of snow piled up 
on them, and between the car-tracks was the 
only place upon which anything like comfortaple 
foothold could de had. On State street the rails 
are covered with a thick mass of ice, and the 
track is in about as bad a condition as could 
possibly be. On Wabash and Indiana svenues 
the state of the tracks is a little better. 

THE NORTH DIVISION RAILWAY. 

This corporation operates a mass of lines 
starting from Clark and Madison streets, and 
branching out on Lincoln avenue. Larrabee and 
Sedgwick streets, and Clybourn and Chicago 
avenues, and bas also & short line on Wells 
street. This Company, though it saffered no 
more than the other lines of travel in the city, 
made leas effort to accommodate

The 
Company kevt cars.runoing at irregular inter- 
vals from its stabies to Madison and Clark 
streets until noon, when about half of the cars 
then running were withdrawn. As on the South 
and West Sides, double teams were attached to 
each car, and a force of three men allotted to 
them—se driver, man at the brake. aud conductor. 
THE WELLS STREET CARS . 
were entirely withdrawn at noon, though but 
two or turee trips had up to that time been made 
on this thoroughfare. 

On Clark street, between North avenue and 
Wisconsin street, on the eastern track, the 
snow had drifted heavily, and was 6 feet 
in depth at some points. Along this 
route over 250 men were set to work 
digging away the snow-banks, but as fast aa 
they threw the snow away to one side it drifted 
back again. Still, they kept at work faithfully, 
though it seemed to no avail. The trips of the 
cari became more difficul: as the day wore on, 
and at 3 o'clock all were withdrawn and placed 
in the Company's barn.

A HUGE BANK OF SNOW § WlW 
was piled up by the wind, which was added to by 
every gust, aud men were clearing it away last 
evening. From North avenue to Schiller street 
the rails are laid in rather low ground, 
and here acrustof ice had formed on them. 
which it was difficult to remove. A gang of men 
were at work at this, picking it off, last evening. 

After the storm cieared away last night, the 
Company set a large force of men at work, and 
hope to resume running at regular intervals this 
moruing. Ov the east side of the North Side 
streets running parallel with Clark, the snow 
drifted immensely on the sidewalks, and in some 
places was piled up to the depth of 4or 5 feet. 
it will take considerable shoveling to make 
sidewalks anything like passable to-day,

THE RAILROADS. 
A GENERAL DELAY. 

The railrdads have been congratalating them- 
selves on the absence of severe frosts and dis- 
astrous suow-storms this winter. Nearly every 
season before this they have been subject to un- 
usually heavy expenses during the months of 
January and February, owing to snow-storms 
and accidents occasioned by broken rails, etc. 
During this winter, ap to yesterday, not a single 
railroad leading out of this city was subjected to 
a cent’s expense on account of storms or frosts. 
They have, however, been congratulating them- 
selves too soon. The snow-storm which com- 
menced here yesterday morning about 3 o'clock 
was one of the severest known in this section 
for some time, and was by all odds the worst 
ever experienced at this season of the year. 
The wind was 

BLOWING A GALE é‘ 
from the northeast, which caused the snow to 
drift badly. Thus it continued without abatement 
all day until about 6 o’clock last evening, when it 
cleared up. As far as can be learned, the storm 
extended over nearly the whole of the 
Lake region and the Upper Mississippi and 
Lower Missouri Valleya. The fall of snow in all 
directions was very heavy, except in Wisconsin 
and Iowa, where the wind is reporied to have 
been quite severe, but the snow-fall light. The 
storm seems to have been most severe between 
Bloomington, Springfield, Champaign, and Gil- 
man, where the snow-fail was so heavy and 
drifted eo badly that the traius had difliculty in 
pushing tueir way through it, though aided by 
snow-piows and several eogines. 

TUE CHICAGO & ALTON 
Railroad bas suffered severely thus far. The 
storm was along its entire line as far as 
Mexico, Mo. Ine greatest trouble, however, 
was betweon Springfield and Dwight, where the 
snow drifted in some spote as high as 30 and 40 
feet. The night trains bound for Chicago man- 
aged to plow their way as far as Bioomington, 
where a drift was encountered too high to get 
through, aud at the latest advices the trains 
still remained there. Three engines were dis- 
patched to their aid from this city during the 
day. The trains due bere at 9 a. m. got here at 
6 p. m. The south-bouud traine got through all 
right with but littie delay. The day-trains were 
dispatched on time 2 — but coald 
not proceed further than Bloomington, where 
they were stopped by tbe blockaded iocoming 
trains. Each tram that left here was drawn by 
three engines. The freight trains on thw line 
have all stopped running. No trains of any kind 
left last night. either from Chicago or St. Louis. 
the obstructions at Bloomingten being too 
serious. 
ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

The Illinois Central Raiiroad also suffered se- 
verely. The storm extended asfar south on 
the Chicago Branch as Effingham, andon the 
main line was severest between Decatur and 
Freeport. Along this line in lowa there was no 
snow, but the wind was blowing sharply from 
the north. The St. Louis train due here yester- 
day morning experienced great difficulty near 
Champaign, and arrived here five hours behind 
time. The Gilman train was three hours late. 
Tue passenger-trains leaving this city were ail 
dispatched on time yesterday morving with two 
engines attached to them. The freight-trains 
have all stop running. The suburban trains 
arrived and departed on time. The track be- 
tween here and Gravd Juuction was kept clear 
by means of snow-plows and no difficulty was 
experienced. The mail which sbould arrive at 
7:55 p. m. was kept back about half-an- hour. 
The greatest difficulty was found with the trains 
on the Kaukakee line. The train which left 
Chieago at 10 a. m. yesterday got as far as Kan- 
kakee and wasthere forced by the depth and 
weight of the snow te give up the trip which 
should extend to Cincinnati. The train was 
headed for Chicago and reached the city at 
about 9:20 last night. The usual train from Cin- 
cinnati did not leave that city, es the road was 
announced as impassable. 

THE CHICAGO & PACIFIC 
Railroad has been completely demoralized by 
the gale, which raged with unprecedented fury 
between Elgin and Byron. The Byron tram. 
due here at 10:45 yesterday morning. was snowed 
in 4 miles west of Elgin, where it still remains. 
Three engines were sent to its aid yesterday. 
The Elgin train arrived here nearly on time. The 
return train was the only one which left on this 
road last evening. The freight trains have all 
been withdrawn. If the storm ceases during 
the night, the Company expects to have every- 
thing in running order again to-day. 

Leas trouble was experienced on 

THE CHICAGO, ROCK ISLAND & PACIFIC 
Mailroad. The passenger trains due bere yes- 
terday morning arrived all on time, and. as far 
as could be learned, the trains were moving 
regularly in all directions. The freight trains 
were aleo kept running daring the day, 
though lighter than usual. In the even- 
ing, however, they were withdrawn. The 
storm extended along the entire line de- 
tween here and Davenport, and there was 
considerable fall of snow, but in no place drifted 
go badly as to obstruct the running of the trains. 
West of Davenport there was bet little snow 
fell. bat the wind was blowing a gale from the 
north. On the Southwestern Division of this 
road, the storm was very severe night before 
last, aud much trouble was experienced. One 
of the trains bound west stuck fast in the snow 
and was not relieved until morning. The 
evening trains left here on time. 

THE CHICAGO, BUBLINGTON & QUINCY 
Railroad has also been suffering more or less 
from the severity of the gale, but managed to 
keep all ite regular trains running during the 
day. One of the incoming passenger trains ar- 
rived one hour and a half late, which was main- 
ly owing to the fact that one of the engines 
broke down. The other morning trains ar- 
rived nearly on time. The Towa train 
was one hour late. The freight-trains kept run- 
ning during the day, but unusually light and ir- 
regular. All the trains left Chicago pearly on 
time, and as far as heard from were moving 
along without much difficulty, everything possi- 
ble being done to keep the road clear. The 
storm extended all along the line as far as the 
Missouri River, and there was considerable of 3 
snowfall, but the drifte, which were heavy ip 
some piaces, couid be easily removed.

From Dundee a dispatch was received stating 
that it was snowing but little there, but that the 
drifting was great, and the weather growin 
colder, the snow-banks in places having drifted 
from 8 to 9 inches in depth. 

From the main line reports were received as 
follows: At Fulton it was cloudy and windy, 
but no snow was falling. This was as far as the 
storm had extended. Coming eastward, word 
was received from Ashton that the weather was 

learing, and no snow was falling. The wind 
wis blowing hard, but the weather was sufi 

tly warm to cause a slight thaw. The depth of 
snow-fall was but aoout 2inches. From berry 
word was sent that it was snowing and biowing 
bard in that vicinity, with the wind from the 
north. From the Junction word was received 
that there was a slight thaw. Not enough snow 
Dad failen to make bad drifts. In fact, it was a 
very hight snow-storm there. 
At Elgin the storm was pretty bad, and drift- 
ing all tbe time, the grade being covered. and 
trains delayed. the Chicago & Pacific Road being 
completeiy blocked. From Rochelle east and 
west, trains departed on time. though, of course, 
they encountered the most severe portion of the 
storm. During the day but little freight was 
dispatched east or west, and trains which ar- 
rived or departed were drawn by two and three 
evgines. All the passenger-trains left on time, 
and the arrivals were but little behind the or- 
dinary schedule. This road probably fared the 
— of any railway having its terminus in this 
city. 

Tue roads leading from this city to the East 
did not suffer as severely as those running West 
and Southwest, though the storm aiso raged 
with great severity along the entire length of 
their lines. They all bad. however, their hands 
full to keep tne roadbeds clear.

The three trains due here yesterday morning 
arrived ail within ten minutes of the regular 
time. Train No. 2 was delayed about fifteen 
minutes by a driftat Hyde Park. The train due 
at 8:10 p. m. was sixty-five mioutes behind. The 
outgoing trains all left on time, but used two 
engines between bere and Calumet. The freight 
trains were light, and moved irregularly. There 
was a snow-fall along this line all the way to De- 
troit of from a haf to one foot. Considerable 
difficulty was also experienced on 
THE KANKAKEE LINE 

The morning train was one hour and thirty-five 
minutes late, and the evening train three hours. 
Most of the delay was occasioned at Kankakee, 
where the storm was very severe. The passen- 
ger trains for Cincinmati left bere on time, but 
nothing has been learned as to how they were 
getting along.

The Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Rail- 
road (Pan-Handie Route) suffered also from the 
effects of the storm. The Chicago Division only 
extends to La Ports, Ind., aod from that point to 
this city the storm was reported as raging 
with great fury. The average fall of snow up to 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon at LaPorte was 12 
inches, and the wild reported as strong and the 
snow drifting. Ihe Night Express, due in this 
city at 7:30 yesterday morning, did not arrive 
until 8:50, ove hour and twenty minutes behind 
time. The accommodation trains were dis- 
patched during the day, but did not leave on 
time. The only train which arrived accord- 
ing to schedule was the Crown Point 
accommodation. The freights which ar- 
rived were light. and they were 
drawn by extra engines. Passenger-trains were 
gotten ready, but experienced the greatest diffi- 
culty in departing, the snow sticking closely to 
ties and rails, and causing extra friction, mak- 
ing it hard to move trains. As far as freight- 
trains are concerned, none were dispatched east- 
ward, and late in the day the regular express- 
trains were got ready for departure. None of 
the trains, except the one above mentioned, ar- 
rived on time, and as a consequence but little 
business was transacted. appily the tele- 
graph-wires were in good working order; with 
this exception this road suffered wita the otb- 
ers.

ON THE LAKE.

THE STORM ELSEWHERE. 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL.

In future the rooms of the Board of Trade will be 
open at 9h 20m a, m. each day, except Sunday, for the 
purpose of ayoiding a part of the rush hitherto wit- 
nessed at half-past 9. But the rule against trading 
before the last-named instant will be enforced rigor- 
ously, 

The prospects of an early spring are becoming small 
by degrees and dismally less. The same remark holds 
true of the expected early opening of navigation, the 
temperature being far below the freezing point in the 
neighborhood of the Straita. 

The leading produce markets were very irregular 
yesterday in their tendency, though steadier than 
usual at the prices resuiting from early presaure. In 
wheat and corn “the tendency was tos lower range, 
in spite of the storm, which was the heaviest of the 
season (7). The snow fell persistently all the morning, 
and the receipts of grain were very small, But the 
majority of operators were too knowing to bid up the 
markets on the strength of bad weather. They had 
been caught that way too many times previously, and 
mostof them were anxious to sell at the advance 
which they expectea would ensue from vigorous bid- 
ding on the part of others; and being all of the same 
mind the contemplated condition was impossible. The 
fact of very small receipts, all round, prevented the 
markets from being heavy. 

Jobbers of dry goods hada quiet dayofit, The 
mails brought a fair number of orders, but there were 
very few buyers present in person, and the aggregate 
of sales was small. In the face of the furious snow- 
storm buyers felt little inclination to place orders for 
goods adapted to the wants of the spring and summer 
trade, and the day was chiefly spent in drumming 
about for “ bargains.” The grocery market was quiet 
from the same cause, via: the inauspi weather. 
In values no changes were reported. M nes were 
firm, coffees and sugars especially so. The fish, 
canned-goods, and dried-fruit markets were reported 
dull at unchanged prices. Leather, bagging, tobacco, 
coal, and wood were ordered sparingly at previous fig- 
ures, A limited number of orders for oil were placed 
at former quotations, 

The lumber market was qmet and unchanged. 4 
few orders were received, but the snow-storm wasa 
damper to all outdoor wark. The logging season bids 
fair to last well Into the spring, and enable the lum- 
bermen to make up for all the lost time in the winter. 
Hardware and metels were quiet and steady, The 
wool, hide, and broom-corn markets were without new 
features. Seeds were in moderate demand, and gen- 
erally firm, the offerings being small, and the pros- 
pect favorable for light receipta. On the street the 
business transacted was much smaller than usual, ow- 
ing to the severe snow-storm. Poultry and eggs were 
in limited supply, and firmly held, in expectation of 
smaller receipts. Potatoes, fruita, end other articies 
were quiet.

A RETURN TO SOUND MONEY. 

Tbe Commission appointed to report upon the 
proposed Banking law wished to insert a pro- 
vision requiring the Government to present, 
Within six months,a scheme for retiring the 
forced currency bya sinking fund. But Signor 
Minghetti persuaded the Chambers to suspend 
this imperative obligation until he could more 
carefully congider the possibility of complying 
with it. The law of 1874, the provisions of Wich 
we shall explain further on, was conceded 
on all hands to be “a law o 
aration only,—that is to say, a law which should 
be followed by other laws and provisions, in- 
tended to alleviate and gradually remove the in- 
jurious effects of the forced currency, and pro- 
vide for its extinction at the earliest possible 
moment.” Many members desired a more sum- 
mary proceeding, but nobody was found to ad- 
Voate a §fproionged suspension on the ground 
that paper was the ! people's money,” or that 
it stimulated trade. 

After putting the law of 1874 into operation, 
and witnessing its effects for nearly a year, 
andafter carefully considering the proposals 
which had been made in the Chambers for more 
specific action in the direction of resuming 
specie-payments, the Finacne Minister came to 
the concluston that no more decisive steps could 
as yet be adopted. The finances of Italy are in 
a very different state from those of this country. 
While our revenues afford an annual surplus, 
which bas evabled us to pay off many hundreds 


of millions of our debt within the past ten years, 
the Italian Treasury bas experienced continued 
annual deficits, in consequence of which the pub-

Minghetti, therefore, very justly argues that, 


until there is a surplus in the National Treasury, 
as well as a commercial balance in favor of the 
country, it would be worse than useless to force 
resumption.

The creation of the sinking fund, though not 


80 immediately dangerous, woul lead almost as 
certainly to the same embartz gments, and it 


ould be a very slow remedy, since an appro- 
priation to the sinking fund of $10,000,000 a 
year would not retire the $200, 000, 000 of paper, 
for which the Government is responsible, be- 
fore 1894. Small as such an annual appropria- 
tion would be, so long as the revenue is de- 
ficient, it would have to be borrowed ; and re- 
peated smail loans would be regarded in Europe 
as more detrimental to the public credit than a 
single large one, as they disturb quotations and 
are a constant reminder of new deficits. 

The old method of sinking one debt by the 
creation of another is nuw thoroughly exploded, 
as was shown in the debate on that subject last 
summer in the English House of Commons. 

THE ONLY LEGITIMATE SINKING FUND 

is one derived from taxes, or from the sale or in- 
come of specific property ; and, in most cases, it 
is far better to apply the available means direct- 
ly to the debt than to create a parallel sinking 
fund for its ultimate redemption. It was pro- 
posed in Italy to create a sinking fund of this 
sort by the conversion into rente of the do- 
mains held for charitable uses; but to this it 
was objected, that, so long aa the ecciesiastical 
and public domains (already partly hypothecated 
to the public creditor) remained unsold, it 
would be useless to put more of that kind of 
property upon he market. 

A loan to the Government of the whole ora 
part of the capital of banks, withou: interest, 
and in lieu of taxes, was also considered by 
Signor Minghetti. Such a plan was proposed 
in Austria in 1862. but had there failed. While 
recognizing the duty of the banks to co-oper- 
ate actively with the Government at the 
proper moment in restoring a sound currency, he 


considered that the present immobilization of a 


large part of their capital would bear heavily 
upon the industry of the country, and diminish 
production, which the Goverument have every 
motive to stimulate. 

The whole tenor of the report goes to show 
that there is no trick of finance, and no inge- 
puity of conjuring, by which the hard reality of 


a deficit can be converted into a surpius; and 


that, without a surpius, debts, however much 


they may be shifted, cannot be paid.

THE BANKING Law oF 1874, 

a measure adopted solely with a view to its bear- 
ing on the currency question. Prior to 1806. 
each of the principal divisions of Italy had its 
own banks of issue, the circulation of which was 
almost wholly local. An attempt was made in 
1369 to combine the National Banks of Sardinia 
and Tuscany, in order to give & more national 
character to their issues; but it was defeated 
through provincial jealousies. Public opinion, 
however, both in Europe and America, 
has been making constant progress 
in the direction of a unitary 
currency, as was shown by the great preponder- 
ance of suffrages in its favor before the cele- 
brated French Enquete of 1865 9. Italy bas 
finally accepted the prevailing judgment; and 
the law of 1874, although it does not wholly do 
away with provincial issues of bank-notes, goes 
very far towards giving them a national charac- 


‘ter. The paper-circulation is by that law re- 


i to the issues of six banks, namely: the 
pet nee Bank of Sardinia, the National Bank of 
Tuscany, the Tuscan Bank of Credit. the Bank 
of Rome, the Bank of Naples, aud the Bank of 
Sicily. These institutions bave formed them- 
selves into 4 
A SYNDICATE OR ** CONSORTIUM 
(the former being the Dutch and the latter the 
German name for an association for financial 
purposes ; they are jointly to issue $200,000, 000 
in consortial notes (“ biglietii consorziali”), un- 
der the common guarantee, and the Government 
secures the issue by a deposit with them of pub- 
lic stocks, The Government is to pay the 
banks, for the first four years, }¢ per cent a year 
for the use of the notes, and after that 4-10 per 
cent 2 ear; and the banks are to 
make an renew the notes. They are 
to be printed on white paper, of the de- 
nominations of 3. 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 100, and 1,000 
lire (10 cents, 20 cents, 40 cents, $1, $2, $4, $20 
and #200), and to be irredeemable and a legal- 
tender. The bauks will severally issue notes on 
colored paper, of the devominations of 50, 200, 
500, and 1,000 lire ($10, $40, $100, and $200), to 
an smount not exceeding three times their ca 
ital as it stood at the end of November, 1873, 
exclusive of surpius. They are required to 
redeem their own notes on demand, either 
in coin or in notes of the Syndicate, and 
to keep s reserve equal to one-third of 
their debts payable on demand, in the 
form either of the precious metals, of bills of 
exchange payabie in gold, or of notes of the 
Syndicate. Tach bank is required to have an 
agency at Rome, and may have branches in all 
the cities of the Kingdom. To provide for the 
extraordinary demands of commerce which occur 
at certain seasons of the year, and for cases of 
exceptional stringency, the Government may au- 
thorias one or all of the six banks to

All other circulation than 
that of the six banks is prohibited. 

Iu this revision of the banking system o- Italy, 
there is manifested an entire familiarity, on the 
part of the framers of the law. with the best 
existing systems of Europe. and proba- 
bly also with our own National Banking 
law, from which the provision requiring a spe- 
cific reserve against circulation aud deposits 
seoms to have been borrowed. The right con- 
fered on the Government, of authorizing an eu- 
largement of the circulation in certain emer- 
genocies, is intended to provide against such a 
condition of things as has thrice led to a suspen- 
sion of the English Bank act of 13844, without 
previous authority of law. 

Italy, while losing much by a suspension of 
specie-paymwents, has also 
GAINED MUCH 
in the development of her banking-system, and 


in the familiarizing of her pee with itaproved | 


systems Of credit and exchange, to which they 
were previously strangers. These benefits will 
remain after the evils of the forced currency 
have been got rid of. It must be remembered 
that a political revolution has taken place in that 
country, which, though bloodless, is not jess re- 
markable than that which emancipated the 
United States from the curse of slaverv. If it 
has not been able to escape the penalties 
which attach to all 82 revolutions, it has 
reaped advantages which amply compensate it 
for them; all Italy united under a Constitutional 
Government as popular as that of England, in 
place of an Austrian Governor at Venice, the 
Pope and Cardinals at Rome, and a Bourbon at 
Naples; the emancipation of the people from 
the despotic power of ‘priests; and a system of 
national education, which is eagerly embraced 
even by the adult population, in place of iguo- 
rance and superstition.

HOG-CHOLE RA. 


Its Terrible Ravages in Illinois and 
Throughout the West—A Circular of 
Inquiry Addressed to Farmers and 
Stock-Raisers. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 28.—Reports from 
the surronnding country show that there is no 
decrease in the losses sustained by farmers from 
the hog cholera. The disease is as prevalent 
aud fatal as at any time during the winter. 
Since last fali not less than 15,000 hogs, which 
died of cholera, have been made into grease by 
the steaming process in this city. One firm 
alone has made about 1,000 tierces. The num- 
ber of hogs which have Leen brought does not 


represent the total loss, for during the greater 
part of the winter the roads have been so very 
muddy that it was almost impossible to drive 
ed wagons over them.

THE INDIANS. 


Destruction ef a Sioux War.Camp— 
Crazy Morsess Power Broken. 
Dispatch to New York Tribune, 

Ol Forr Reno, March 22 (via Fort Ferren- 
man, W. T., March 24).—The Big Horn Expedi- 
tion left Crazy Woman's Fork with ten compan- 
ies of cavalry onthe night of March 7, with 
fifteen days’ rations on pack mules, The in- 
favtry and wagon-train were sent back to 
the rear. The command marched down 
Tongue River nearly to the Yellowstone, 
covering the Rosebud aod adjacent streams. No 
Indians were found in this entire region. The 
expedition then moved to the head of Otter 
Creek, where Gen. Reynolds was sent forward 
with six companies, and by a rapid night march 
reached Powder River early on the morning of 
the 17th, where he surprised and attacked Crazy 
Horse’s Village of 105 lodges. He captured 
the village, and after an engagement iast- 
ing five hours entirely destroyed it. The camp 
was located in an almost impreguable po- 
sition in the canon of Powder River, and the 
troops had to descend the precipitous sides of 
the mountain leading to the valley, requiring 
great care and exertion. A gallant charge was 
made upon the village at 9 o’clock by Capt. 
James Eagan, with Company K. Second Cavalry, 
avd he nearly routed the encampment, which 
contained about 500 Indians, before the other 
troops came up. The Indians then returned, 
however, aud made several bold but unsuccessful 
assaults upon the troops. The village wae burned, 
and with it immense quantities of buffalo-robes. 
blankets, provisions, and supplies. Nearly every 
tepec was also a magazine of ammunition, and 
contained immense quantities of powder, lead, 
caps, and other war material which had been ob- 
tained at Red Cloud Agency. Crazy Horre had 
with him some of the Cheyennes aud Minnecon- 
ious, altogether probably nearly half of all the 
Indians now off their reservations, and the camp 

was exceedingly rich iu plunder. oe 

This engagement severely cripples, if it does 
not entirely break up, the only hostile band pow 
infesting this portion of the frontier. Although 
known to be openly hostile, this band has been 
able to trade stolen horses and other property 
at Red Cloud and Spotted Tail Agencies, and 
procure in return abundant supplies and war 
material of all kinds. If the above Agencies 
were at once removed to the Missouri River, the 
ability of these Indians to subsist themselves, 
and make further war — the settlements, 

be entirely destroyed. 
oe of 15,000 or 20.000 hostile Indians in 
this country, the expedition bas demoustrated 
that there are probably not 2,000 alitold. This 
number is increased in summer by the Agents 
allowing the young bucks to leave the Agencies 
and come out to join the hostile bands in making 
war; but the actual number of Indians pow 
away from the Agencies on the war-path has 
been enormously overestimated. Not over 600 
have been fouud in the entire country covered 
by the movements of this expedition, and 
these were soundly thrashed by the troops. Sit- 
ting Bull, who has about as many people as Crazy 
Horse, is probably at the mouth of Powder 
River, but this command could not reach him 
without additional supplies. , 

The weather during the campaigu was intense- 
Jy cold, much of the time the mercury being 20 
and 30 degrees below sero, Stil, few

Those who were killed during the en ent 
of the 17th were ip number as follows: Sergt. 
Peter Dowdy, y Third Cavalry; 
Michaet MeCannon, Company 1; Lorenzo J 
Ayres, Company M; George Schneider, Compa- 
ny K, Second Cavalry. Six men were wounded, 
but none fataliy. These were carried on 
siedges nearly 100 miles from the battlefield to 
this place, where they all arrived in good condi- 
tion. The command arrived bere yesterday. and 
will start for Fort Fetterman to-morrow, which 
place it will reach in four days.

thus taken the law into their own hands to be 
decided against the appointees because they are 
Republicans This, too. in a parish admitted to 
be very largely Republican. I do not intend to 
ermit a resort to mob violence in East Baton 
uge or elsewhere in the State. To the end, 
therefore, that I may exhaust all civil remedies, 
I request you to immediately institute proceed- 
ings before the District Court against all persons 
known to have been concerned in the recent 
unlawful disturbance in the City of Baton 
Rouge, and not only against these persons, but 
against any Officer of the parish who may have 
been derelict in the discharge of their duties. 
Should the Sheriff be called upon to ex- 
ecute apy process of the Court, you will 
cause bim to be instructed, to summon a posse 
comitatus of good citizeng to execute the pro- 
cess, no matter by whom /resisted, and, if met 
with force, you will cause me to be informed 
immediately of the fact. I request further to 
call the special attention of the District Judge 
to these points to move in open court for in- 
structions to the Grand Jury touching these

Sixth Day of the Pahlman-Rush 
Trial, 


Arguments by Messrs. Boutell and 
Stanford. 


The Closing Speeches to Be Made by 
Storrs and Bangs. 


The Grand Jury Fails to Secure a Quorum 
~The Milan Oase. 


PAHLMAN AND RUSH. 
SIXTH DAY OF THE TRIAL. 
It was understood yesterday morning that the 
day would be given up to arguments, and be- 
fore matters bad progressed far it became evi- 
dent that the day would not suffice the counsel 
in the case, and that the finishing up would 
dave to be done this morning. Mr. Boutell, for 
the Government, and Mr. Stanford, for the de- 
fendants, made their arguments, and Mr. 
Storrs found time to argue a law point before the 
hour for closing. This morning Mr. Storrs 
willcommence his argument before the jury. 
It will undoubtedly be an exhaustive review of 
the evidence in the ease, and a scorching com- 
mentary upon what he conriders the weak 
points in the Government’s case. Judge Bangs, 
who has taken most copious notes from the very 
commencement of the trial, will sum up for the 
Government, and towards the latter part of the 
day, after Judge Blodgett's charge, the case will 
be given to the jury. 
MB. BOUTELL. 

At 10:20 Mr. Boutell began his address. It 
lasted tili 1 o’clock, and its delivery encroached 
on the afternooa'’s session over half an bour. 
It was delivered in a slow, earnest, me:hodical 
manner. The speaker commenced by referring 
to the May seizuresin St. Louis, Chicago, and 
Milwaukee. Under the old $2 tax of 1864 
on whisky, which cost about 15 cents a 
gallon, it was not to be wondered 
at that frands were committed, and 
the perpetrators, owing to the lax state of public 
Opinion in connection with revenue stealings, 
were allowed toescape with light punishment. 
The law of 1868 brought all the later restrictions 
to preveut fraud, aud it was supposed that the 
stealings would be stopped. Early last May the 
delusion was removed, and it was a matter of 
surprise to everybody when distillers, Collectors, 
Supervisors, and others, became involved in the 
toils. It could not be said that the seizures 
were owing to a whirlwind of passion, as Mr. 
Storrs bad asserted. The Secretary of the 
Treasury had heard that stealings were going 
on, and bad privately employed detectives to 
hunt up the evidences of their guilt. When 
everything was ready, the seizures were made. 
According to Mr. Storrs, the testimony of in- 
formers should have been disregarded, and no 
seizures made except on documentary evidence. 
If this had been done, very few seizures. would 
ever bave been made. In May, four distilleries 
and two rectifying houses wore seized. Against 
two of them there was vo sort of documentary 
— and the testimony of informers had to 


NO IMMUNITY HAD BEEN OFFERED TO THESE MEN. 
It bad been asked why these men had pot 
been brought up and sentenced. The reason 
was that it was impossible for the Court to just- 
ly pronounce sentence until all the facts con- 
nected with the whole transaction were in. Then 
these men who had pleaded guilty could come 
forward and say what they could in mitigation 
of their sentence. But no immunity had been 
promised anvbody. 

Mr. Boutell then got down to particulars. The 
defendants were the sole proprietors of the Chi- 
cago Alcohol Works. The Government didn't 
pretend to have discovered everything in connec- 
tion with this house, but enough had been 
shown to prove its crookedness. They bad not 
gone iato the Riog until 1872, but had before 
that time carried on operations in a private way. 

THEIR PLAN 

was to ship alcohol and put on proof stamps, 
and thus cheat the Government out of about 
one-half. The goods were realiy 188 proof, but 
they put on stamps at 100. and thus, instead of 
getting the tax on 79 gallons of spirits, the Gov- 
ernment got a tax on from 40 to 42 gallons. 
The second period of crookedness extended 
from September, 1873, to April, 1875, during 
which time the above method was in use, as 
well as the double use of stamps and the run- 
ning of extra mashes. Mr. Chester L. Root 
had been the one to connive at these frauds in 
the running of extra mashes. It was managed 
in this way: The distillers would give notice 
that they were to close the tabs. They were 
then closed, but immediately opened 
again, and, in order that they might 
be secure if a Government officer came around, 
they placed in Root’s hands other ay giving 
notice of the opening of the tubs, and, if there 
was avy dagger, these papers were immediately 
dated properly and put on file, and it appeared 
that the distillers had permission to open the 
tubs. 

Mr. Bouteil then referred to 

THE WITNESSES, ROZELLE AND JUNKER, 

aod the corroborating evidence of their em- 
loyes, §$fhith, De Bos, Helmholtz, Edward 
lle, ad the Goueroment officers emploved 
during period. Smith and De Bos were 
employes, having no interest in making up a 
story and sticking to it through thick aud thin, 
and their testimony of itself ought to be suffi- 
cient toconvict these defendante. Was it true that 
a man who had once made a false return should 
be pilloried as a man who could never again tell 
the truth, and be forever branded as a perjurer ? 
Junker's testimony was not shaken in the least. 
According to Mr, Storrs, he would havea man 
guilty of wrong Swear it away, and thus add 
guilt to guilt. This was always the devii's 
reasoning ; it came from the father of lies, the 
father of all iniquity, and it meant this: When 
you bave entered upun a course of wrong-doing, 
it’s all up with you; swear yourself out the best 
way vou cim. It was the last resort of those to 

whom hope never comes, that comes to all.” 

Mr. Boutell further commented on the re- 
liability of the testimony of the Government 
witnesses, and quoted the charge of Lord Chief 
Justice Abbot to an English Grand Jury, show- 
ing the importance and oftentimes the 
great necessity of this kind of teati- 
mony. If this . testimony sbould not 
be taken, the heart of every revenue 
knave in the country would rejoice, and they 
would all go free. George H. Miller had been 
distinctly told that there was no immunity, ex- 
pressed or implied, for him, but, on the contra- 
ry, he had been told that the Court alone would 
have the final consideration of his case. They 
all felt that the day of lies and subterfuges was 
past, and they had determined on teliing the 
truth, the whole truth, aod nothing but the 


truth. 
ON THE SIDE OF THE DEFENSE, 

Mr. Rapp bad been produced to prove that no 
crooked practices went on. His testimony was 
evidently negative in its character; in fact, he 
knew little outside of the fact that he never as- 
sisted in the duplication of stamps. Waite and 
Kennicott saw no frauds, to be sure, but then 
the frauds were not committed dur- 
ing their time. Why was D. L. 
Taylor, the indicted Gauger who 
was at the distillery during that period, pro- 
duced on the stand? The defense dared not 
call him, for he could do nothing else but con- 
firm Muelier’s testimony. 

Mr. Storrs—I shall go as far out of the record 
to contradict you as vou have gone out of it to 
make an impression on the jury. 

Mr. Doutell, contmuing— Mr. Ford and his 
employe, McMahon, know the facts, and they 
came forward and told the facta. though had 
Mr. Ford chosen he might have concealed them 
and bid defiance to the Government. But, on 
the contrary, be came forward and, hke an 
honest man, told the truth and purged himself 
of the irregularities which he had committed. 
The defense had not produced their private 
books to back up their theory. Were they 
burned also? If not, and they had been bronght 
in, they would have revealed a state of things 
far from agreeabie. 

Tuo learned counsel then paid some little at- 
tention to the testimony of 

MATTHEW D. RAPP, 
one of the witnesses for the defense. He was 
heard of as a clerk on a steamboat; afterwards 
a jewelry dealer in New Orleans; then in Chi- 
cago as adeslerin patent rights. He was next 
beard of as a Gauger’s clerk, out of which posi- 
tion he made $125 per month. He was next a 
clerk for somebody eise’s clerk. His next move 
wasatripto W gton Territory, and on his 
return he himself as a clerk with Rush 
aod Panlman. He owned a brick block, with swell 
front, on West Washington street, in his wife's 
pame. Here the counsel read various extracts 
from the testimony of the witness, showing 
his financial condition. The counsel for 
the defense railed against the Gov- 
ernment for using witnesses who had 
been indicted for fraud and had owned up to it. 
In 1868 an act of Congresse was passed, known 
as Sec. 860 of the Revised Statutes, which pro- 
vided for the admission of testimony which 


should not be used against the witness, his 1 — 
son or his property, and under this law the Go 
eroment could compel ali witnesses to toll the 
truth, provarieate, or commit perjury. 

At this point the court-room clock marked the 
hour for adjouroment, and Mr. Boutell said he 
would conclude bis argument after dinner. The 
Court then took a recess till 2 o'clock. 

At 2:10 Mr. Boutell resumed his address. He 
said that 

SCHWAB'S TESTIMONY. 
to the effect that he uad received no crooked 
goods from Rush and Pahiman, amounted to 
nothing; be might have gotten goods through 
their rectifying house, palmed off on him as 
straight goods at ruling prices, and it wouldn't 
bave been his fault. On the cross-examination 
of. Becker the witness had testified that he first 
committed crookedness at Covert and Panlman's. 
This Pablman was an uncle of the defendant. 
Mr. Storrs had tried to demolish the Govern- 
ment witnesses, but had landed the character of 
the defendants. It wasn't the first time men 
had stood up and stoutly asserted their inno- 
cence. The speech of Joyce, just before 
be was sentenced, was in the same spirit 
as Mr. Storrs’ address. Joyce had compared 
bimself to Galileo and almost every other mar- 
tyr of antiquity; but Mr. Storrs had compared 
bis cliefit§ to Archbishop Cranmer. Mr. Boutell 
couldn't understand the comparison, Cranmer 
recanted, aad then burned his band in evidence 
of the fact that he destroyed the recantation. 
Had these defendants gone so near to plesding 
guilty that it was necessary to make this com- 
parison? What had the burning of a recan- 
tation to do with the stealing of crooked 
whisky ? 
GOOD CHARACTER 

had been asserted for both of the defendants: 
but was this the first time that men held good 
characters up to a certain point and then fell? 
Was it true that all men who had been 
in the army must necessarily and ai- 
ways sustain good characters? There 
was A bad example the other 
day to the contrary, when a brave soldier oc- 
cupying @ position of high trust and honor 
with shame ackuowledged his crime, and the 
country bowed its head in shame. 

In closing, Mr. Boutell wished to call atten- 
tion to a point in Mr. Storrs’ speech. The char- 
acter of the guilt of a defendant was often 
measured by tne kind of defense he set 
up. Mr. Storrs’ point was that the Govern- 
ment was trying to send men to prison through 
the testimony of perjured witaesses, Mr. 
Bouteil here eg from Mr. Storrs’ speech. as 
reported in Tue Tripune, that part where he 
speaks of the Government being the 
leading operator in a great mart 
of per jurers. Mr. Boutell said Mr. 
Storrs asked the jury to believe that President 
Grant, Secretary Bristow, and the represepta- 
tives of the Government: in this city, were anx- 
ionsly seeking to convict these men on perjured 
testimony. What could be thought of a case 
where this was the only plea set up in defense ? 
Were not the Government lawyers right in ac- 
cepting the testimony of these informers, and 
sifting the matter to the very bottom, since 
most of the distillers’ books had been destroyed 
on the decision of the Court last fall 
that the distillers’ books must be pro- 
duced? Mr. Boutell denied Mr. Storrs’ 
assertion that Mr. Ayer had appeared as 
an apologist for the Government witnesses. 
This was the first case brought before the jury, 
aud the learned counse! had felt it his duty to 
say what he did about accomplices, being borne 
out by the highest judicial opinion in Eugland 
and the experience of revenue men in this ooun- 
trv. Having done this, it came to the point 
where the jury were called upon to do their duty 
—thoe final dutv in the case. He thought the 
jury were satisfied that the purpose of Secretary 

ristow and those whom he had employed was 

to get at the truth. and to get at the men most 

truly criminal, so that every man should receive 

the just meed of punishment. He trusted that, 

when the jury went home, it would be with the 
sense of a duty well performed. 
MR. STANFORD 

Mr. Boutell sat dowa and Mr. Stanford took 
up the case for the defense. He drew attention 
to the fact that the main feature of the case was 
that the law. under which the prosecution was 
had, was but a — of the system of collecting 
the revenue to be used in the payment of the 
expenses of the Govemment. It was not a part 
of the system that existed in the interests of 
good morals. This was a perjury case or a bur- 
glary case. Without che peculiar institution of 
the statute a man had the same right to make 
whisky and put it in the market as he had to 
make boots and shoes. The distinction which 
existed was simply by the force of a statute. 

In referring to the character of the testimony, 
Mr. Stanford said there were three classes of 
witnesses—for the Government there were two 
classes, perjurers and men having guilty knowl- 
edge; and on the part of the defense. men who 
were neither involvei one way or another. He 
did not think Mr. Bouteil bel the matter any 
by devoting the larger part of his speech to an 
apology for the character of the Goveroment's 
witnesses. The Gowrument counsel were sup- 
posed to represevt 40,000,000 of people, 
but did they co this? He thought 
not when there was premium put on perjured 
testimony, and he thought the 1 go up 
from free people everywhere, ‘‘ You dou't rep- 
resent us.” 

Mr. Stanford dwell upon 

THE POWER OF THE GOVERNMENT OFFICERS 
to invade a man’s business office, seize every- 
thing, his books and papers, and take his de- 
fense out of his hands. The sway of the Gov- 
ernment was simply absolute, and yet it was a 
singular fact that nota single line in the Gov- 
ernment books of Pabiman and Rush would bear 
out the assertions of the Government witnesses. 
The Goverument had possession of the 
commercial books of the firm, and 
yet they were ungenerous and uufeair 
enough call upon the defense to 
produce them. Tne speaker wanted the Gov- 
ernment to bring in the books and inspect them, 
and see if there was any evidence of irregularity 
upon them. It was also singular that men who 
talked of dupiicate ay men who confessed 
their own crookedness by the hour, could uot 
remember a single serial number or mark on 
those barrels. In reference to Mr. Boutell’s 
story about Rootand the extra mash business, 
Mr. Stanford said the Goyeroment bad exam- 
ined the distillery books, showing how much 
corn had been received, and then they had ex- 
amined the books of the parties from whom the 
corn was purchased. and the amounts corre- 
sponded. This would upset the 
EXTRA MASH THEORY, 

end of course the Government did not use it. 
Such was the kind of testimony needed not 
that of perjurers—and the Government alone 
bad the power to produce it. It did not, and 
the reason was obvious. He did not believe it 
was possible to make entries of everything and 
have it all come out right unless in the interest 
of! truth. Considerable importance had been 
placed on the fact that the defendants bought 
malt from Jake Rehm, the Government seeking 
to connect them with that boss thief. The truth 
was they bought very littie mait from Jake 
Rehm; that all their malt, except on very 
rare occasions, had come from other dealers, and 
the purpose of the prosecution in this re- 
spect had fallen to the ground. A good 
deal of stress bad been placed on the 
cbarge of Lord Chief Justice Abbott to a Grand 
Jury in behalf of informers ; but why was this 
referred to unless the Government wished to 
bolster up their case and apologize for their wit- 
nesses, as well as to insinuate that the defense 
objected to this well-known practice of law? 

Mr. Stanford then took up the testimony of 

JUNKER, FORD, AND QTHERS, 

and dwelt on it at some length, criticising its 
weaker points, which, in his belief, were nota 
few. In reference to the duplication of stamps, 
as charged, was it at all probable that a man would 
do any such thing, with the idea of imprison- 
ment and confiscation staring him in the face, 
in the presence of his clerks, teamsters, Store- 
keepers, and Gaugers? Men did not commit 
crimes in that way. They did it secretly, 
not openly, and the story was entirely 
improbable. It was very funny the way in 
which young Roelle bad remembered the hot- 
water business. If the father bad had the 
least spark of human nature left in bim, he 
would have kept that boy off the stand, and not 
allowed him to perjure himself for the purpose 
of corroborating his father, also a perjurer. But 
no; the boy went on the stand and swore to 
what he was instructed to swear to. 

Much had been said about 

IMMUNITY, 
and it had been virtually admitted by counsel 
that these meu were to have such recompense for 
their testimony as the Court should see fit to give 
them. It wasthe same as though the Govern- 
ment had put the immunity agreemont in black 
and white. This was the impression under which 
these men were testifving, and what was such 
testimony worth under the circumstances? It 
was also singular why these men were not m- 
d:cted. There was Beecher, for instance, a 
crooked Gauger and a self-confessed wheat- 
thief in the employ of the Northwestern Rail- 
road. Was his testimony worthy of behef? 
George H. Mueller was also raked over the coals 
in a lively mancer by Mr. Stanford. Mr. Her- 
mann Becker, of Canada, who was not indicted, 
but who ought to be, had returned from his 
hiding-place to testify against men whose char- 
acters had never before 
Could such evidence be 
worth ? And = then Mr. Burton 
Ford occupied an  unenviable iti 


suborning his bookkeeper to commit perjury, 
and his own commission of the crime. Which 


was the more guilty of the two, the employer or 


employe? Aud then Ford wriggled out of the 
question as to whether he had testified to his 
innocence before the October Grand Jurv. Clin- 
ton Briggs and Dr. Gibbs, however, and other 
reputable witnesses, had proved that Ford was 
asked if he or his house had been guilty of ir- 
regularities, and be swore they had not been. 

The Government connsel had gotten the ides 
that Rapp bad accumulated too much property; 
that therefore he had made money too fast, and 
must have stolen it; and therefore Pahlman 
and Kush made crooked whisky. 

WHERE WAS THE CONNECTION 

betweén these things? Rapp had been indus- 
trious and economical, turning his hand to any 
honest work, and it was no wonder that he had 
accumulated something. His testimony was 
borne out iu every detail by that of the teamsters, 
who were certainly free from charges of defraud- 
ing the Government. 

Recurring to the testimony of Mr. Ford, Mr. 
Stanford remarked that this singularly cool wit- 
uess had testified to knowing nothing about 
india-rubber packages, and yet ne afterwards ad- 
mitted that his books had been destroyed for 
the purpose of preventing the Goverument from 
tracing bis goods to their destination, and from 
ascertaining how the stamps differed from the 
stubs. Did not that look as if he knew all 
about india-rubber packages ? 

After showing the Government books of the 
Alcohol Works to the jury, and commenting on 
the care and correctness with which they were 
kept, and after noting the fact that they were 
all there from 1871, and not destroyed, like those 
of Roelle & Junker and the rest, Mr. Stanford 
said he would dot consume further time, but 
would ask the jury to investigate to the bottom. 
There had been a good deal of loose deciama- 
tion indulged in at the opening of the Govern- 
mentis case, which did not appear to be addressed 
to him (Mr. Stanford) personally, nor to the 
case, and, therefore. he did not care to meddle 
with it. 

The Court then signified a willingness to hear 
Mr. Storrs argue his law point in reference to 
the question of 
PROPRIETORSAIP IN THE CHICAGO ALCOHOL WORKS. 

Mr. Storrs began by saving that the siguifi- 
cance of the question of the ownership of the 
property seemed to have been misconstrued by 
counsel. The point was that Rush and Pahl man 
could not be tried, and that the Alcohol Works 
was the responsible party. That was not the 
proposition at all. The point was that there was 
a variance, which seemed to be fatal, between 
the indictment and the proof. The proof must 
correspond with the sverment. It did not. 
Further, whether the averment was material 
or not, if; it was one descriptive in its charac- 
ter, affecting aud relating to the identity of the 
offence charged, although the pleader might 
have omitted it altogether, yet if he had inserted 
it in his plea a variance between the description 
and the proof was fatal to the imdctment. The 
averment was that the distillery and the ware- 
house were those of Pahlman and Rush, which was 
descriptive of the identity of the place, and 
there was an entire, complete, and posi- 
tive variance between this averment and 
the proof. For, if the proof amounted 
to anything, it ehowed that the title 
to this distillery was in the Chicago Alcohol 
Works. Itmade no difference who the stock- 
holders were. The indictment, moreover, did 
not assert that a single barrel of crooked whis- 
ky ever left Pahlmau's & Rush's Distillery, but 
it did assert that this was the case with the Chi- 
cago Alcohol Works. Mr. Storrs went to the 
law books for his authority and presented quite 
a formidable array of evidence in support of his 
position, This matter was considerably elabo- 
rated, and when Mr. Storrs had concluded Judge 
Biodgett asked for the indictment and announced 
an adjournment till 10 o’clock this morning. 

EXPLANATORY.

CuicaGo, March 28.—In reading the report 
of my testimony as published in to-day's 
Tripoune, I notice that it might easily be con- 
strned to mean that Messers.

H. Shufeldt & Co., to counteract any false im- 
pression which may be received from said possi- 
bie construction, to say, without any reservation 
whatever, that they have never asked me, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by themselves or by any one 
in their employ or in their behalf, to do any- 
thing in violation of my duty as a revenue of- 
ficer.

After the trial onds they 
will disperse, and there will again be war and 
rumors of war. 

THE NEXT CASE 
to come up is that of the famous Milan distillery 
at Rock Island. This is set for hearing next 
Monday, and there will very probably be no post- 
povement, both sides professing to be ready for 
work. Judge Miller, Col. Matthews’ able as- 
sistant, who had the working up of Freisinger’s 
case, and to whom belongs all the praise for the 
actual investigations into this nest of crooked- 
ness. is now in Rock Island, but will return be- 
fore the end of the week, and everything will be 
in shape to proceed by Monday morn- 
ing. This case, were it a iccal one, 
would excite more interest than any 
thus far brought to light, and will no doubt at- 
tract large audiences, nutwithstanding its be- 
ing what is called an outside case. The 
crooked transactions at the Milan Distillery, pre- 
viously referred to in these columns, contain 
more of the real romance of the crooked whis- 
ky business than is generally supposed. and the 
revelations of the coming trial will go a great 
ways towards explainiog the minute of the busi- 
ness in their full light.

Comptroller Hayes Searching the East- 
ern Cities After Greenbacks. 


He Has a Bagful of City Certificates 
Which He Cannot Easily 
Dispose Of. 


The Humiliating Condition to Which Har- 
vey D. Has Reduced Chi- 
CARLO, 


There was apparentiy no change in the con- 
dition of the city finances yesterday—at least 
none for the better. Nothing was heard from 
the errant Comptroller, who seems to have no 
better luck in pursuit of the golden fleece than 
his mythological predecessors. The latest tid- 
ings from him were dated at Boston, and in- 
dicated that he expected to be in New York 
Sunday and Monday. Further nothing has been 
heard—or, to speak with strict accuracy, the 
Mayor acd the Comptroiler’s Chief Clerk. Far- 
weil, deny that anything has been heacu. 

THE SITUATION IS NOT PROMISISO 

just at present, inasmuch as the Comptroller, 
with bis bagful of certificates, is prowling 
around the big cities and meeting with about as 
much success in peddling off hie paper as if it 
were some new kind of patent pills. The spec- 
tacle is not altogether reassuring to the support- 
ers of the overgrown usurper who holds his 
seat by power of patronage. Imagine the pa- 
triarchal Haves floating his conspicuous beard 
and kicking his tired heels in the outer rooms of 
the New York pawnbrokers, like as if he were a 
veritable Jew with mind intent on old clothes. 
Surely, the credit of Chicago under Co!vin is 
sunk low enough when it has to keep a man 
with a basketful of its paper on the 
monetary highway of the country in hopes that 
he may, like the huckster late at night, chance 
to pick up a drunken or a foolish wayfarer.

H. D. Colvin,—and the people know he is their 
fortress of strength, because he owned it up 
himself ; with that shrinking modesty which bas 
characterized all of this man’s actions, he has 
explained several times that he could lift up the 
city’s credit and borrow money right here in 
Chicago whenever he wanted to. 

For instance: When Mr. Hayes telegraphed 
in urgent haste from New York that his hands 
were tied because Chicago banks and bankers 
would not take the initiative in lending Harvey 
their money, then the Mayor leaped boldly 
into the breach, and, putting on his hat, 
exclaimed to a reporter. I will see these banks 
myself; I'll show these New-Yorkers that the 
Chicago moneyed men have confidence in the 
present Administration. Before Monday night 
(this was Saturday), before Monday night I will 
bave propo-als for at least half a million dollars 
of certificates.”
